Quietly Ignores Thurmond's Inquisition of Gays; 
Group Hopes to Block Nomination to U.S. Court

San Jose Adopts Bias Ordinance

The Los Gatos Christian Community Church has lost its 
fight in the San Jose City Council to block passage of an AIDS 
discrimination ordinance. The ordinance was passed June 28 
by a 9-to-2 vote just days after the church pastor. Rev. Marvin 
Rickard, announced he was an adulterer and resigned as 
pastor. Rickard was the chief opponent of that ordinance and 
earlier gay rights ordinances.

tions Committee (BAYMEC) in 
San Jose, said, “There was a 
series of speakers from the Los 
Gatos Christian Church, and they 
opposed it on the concept that if 
they had someone who had 
AIDS, they wouldn’t be able to 
fire him.” 

One of the two votes against 
the ordinance was a member of 
the Los Gatos Christian Church. 
He said the true victims of this 
disease the ones who brought it 
on themselves. Vice Mayor lola 
Williams reportedly spoke out 
strongly to the inappropriateness 
of comments such as that. 


said, “but I think it interesting 
that the church mounted a cam¬ 
paign against an AIDS discrimi¬ 
nation ordinance, because they 
are so unwilling to recognize that 
AIDS is something other than a 
gay disease. They talked about 
the appropriateness of banishing 
people.” 

One who is now himself ban¬ 
ished is Rev. Rickard. Rickard 
was the successful leader of a 
drive in 1980 to overturn a San 
Jose city ordinance and a Santa 
Clara County ordinance which 
prohibited discrimination on the

“We are shocked and dismay¬ 
ed,” the letter continues, “to 
know that despite your presence 
throughout the hearing, you fail¬ 
ed to speak out for your own con¬ 
stituents. Whether you agreed 
with the view of these citizens or 
not, it was unacceptable for you 
to have remained silent during 
Sen. Thurmond’s obvious witch¬ 
hunt.” 


The group is demanding that 
Wilson “publicly repudiate Sen. 
Thurmond’s conduct.” They also 
called on Wilson to apologize to 
lesbians and gays “for the hys¬ 
teria and homophobia generated 
by Sen. Thurmond’s statements 
and your thunderous silence.” 


“Sen. Wilson’s silence then 
and since the hearing,” said 
Mary Dunlap, “in the face of this 
absurd and desperate tactic of 
Sen. Thurmond, speaks very 
loudly, I fear, about Sen. Wilson’s 
own attitudes about gay and les¬ 
bian people.” 

Contacted by the Bay Area 
Reporter, Wilson’s office had no 
comment to make on Thur¬ 
mond’s behavior nor on the let¬ 
ter of protest. A spokesperson for 
Wilson declined to say whether 
or not Wilson plans any repudia¬ 
tion of Thurmond. 


Opponents of the nomination of attorney Vaughn Walker to the Northern California Federal 
District Court have demanded that Sen. Pete Wilson protest what they called the “McCarthy- 
style inquisition” by Sen. Strom Thurmond (R-SC) at the June 13 Senate hearings on Walker’s 
nomination. Thurmond repeatedly quizzed opponents of Walker on their memberships in 
gay and lesbian organizations and their affiliation with gay rights groups.

Sen. Patrick Leahy (D-VT), 
chair of the hearing, finally or¬ 
dered Thurmond to cease his line 
of questioning, saying, “lam not 
about to have another form of 
McCarthyism creep into the Sen¬ 
ate Judiciary Committee.” 

During the frequently turbu¬ 
lent five-hour hearing, Wilson 
expressed his support for Walker 
by sitting beside him the entire 
time. Wilson testified on Walk¬ 
er’s behalf, but said nothing 
about Thurmond’s questioning. 

“We strenuously protest the 
McCarthy-styled inquisition of 
San Francisco citizens by Sen. 
Strom Thurmond at the June 13 
Judiciary Committee hearing,” 
reads a letter of protest to Wilson. 
“As you witnessed for yourself. 
Sen. Thurmond pursued a line of 
questioning that demanded our 
citizens identify any and all mem¬ 
berships held by them in lesbian 
and gay organizations.” The let¬ 
ter is being circulated by T.J. An¬ 
thony of the Coalition for Civil 
Rights. 


According to Anthony, the 
group is also pressuring Califor¬ 
nia Sen. Alan Cranston to strong¬ 
ly oppose Walker’s nomination. 
Said Anthony, “This nomination 
is not going to go anywhere if 
Alan Cranston is against it.” 

Abby Ginzberg, speaking for 
Bay Area Lawyers for Individual 
Freedom and other attorneys 
organizations, urged letters and 
calls to Cranston’s office to “put 
heat on Cranston to use whatever 
powers he has to block this nom¬ 
ination.” 


Ginzberg said that if Walker’s 
nomination is approved by the 
Judiciary Committee, he would 
probably be approved by the full 
Senate. “The real issue is,” she 
said, “does he get out of com¬ 
mittee?” 

Speaking from Cranston’s 
Washington office, Roy Greena¬ 
way said no decision has been 
made by Cranston to support or 
oppose Walker’s nomination. 
“Alan Cranston has not gone on 
record opposing Walker,” said

powerful, and helping people to 
discover ways of removing all 
those barriers that would keep 
them from being effective and 
making social change.” 

He began to say “something 
nice” about himself, “something 
I’ve never done before,” as he put 
it. “I have an excellent relation¬ 
ship with most of my colleagues, 
with the mayor, and with the peo¬ 
ple I most value in this town who 
can really make things happen in 
this city.” 

He welcomed Mayor Art Ag- 
nos, who received thunderous ap¬ 
plause, most in appreciation for 
his appearance in the Lesbian 
and Gay Freedom Day Parade; 

Agnos praised Britt for his 
freshness and idealism, and his 
ability to “defy the political com¬ 
fort zone.” He then explained the 
term “political comfort zone” as 
“trying to take the least political 
risk to get the most name identi¬ 
fication.” 

The mayor quipped, “Harry is 
not someone who dances to the 
“Missouri Waltz.” And quickly 
added, “Nor is he afraid of 
Olympic-sized hurdles that are a 
test of conscience. Harry wanted 
to ‘just say no’ long before Nan¬ 
cy Reagan ever did.” 

Agnos concluded with his 
strong support, “lam very proud 
to endorse him for his re-election 
and to join all of you to make sure 
Harry Britt is a member of the 
board of supervisors for the next 
four years.” 

Britt told Bay Area Reporter, 
“Campaigning has never been 
my favorite part of the job. But I 
feel good about this campaign, 
because I think how well I do will 
be taken as a measure of a lot of 
things in this city—not just 
where gay men and lesbians 
stand but progressive issues gen¬ 
erally.” 

Britt commented that he be¬ 
lieved this will be his best cam¬ 
paign yet. As to any obstacles in 
his path, he brought up the Olym¬ 
pics issue having hurt him, al¬ 
though he has no regrets on his 
strong stand against hosting the 
Olympic Games in San Francis¬ 
co, considering their homopho¬ 
bic battle against the Gay Games. 


TEST FOR PROGRESSIVES 

He further remarked, “We live 
in a city that is supposed to be the 
gay capital of the world, and if we 
cannot tell people who want to do 
business with thi.s city that they 
have to show respect for gay peo¬ 


ple, we don’t have much going for 
us.” 

“We will have the same kind of 
campaign that I had in the Con¬ 
gressional race,” he said, “and I 
think it’s going to be quite an ex¬ 
citing campaign.” 

Britt stated that the U.S.S. 
Missouri homeporting proposal 
will most likely be the big issue 
in the next few months. “It has 
become a referndum on Art Ag¬ 
nos,” said Britt. “He is being 
gay-baited a lot and portrayed as 
much too close to the gay com¬ 
munity.” 

“I think the Missouri will 
bring together not only lesbians 
and gay men, but the whole pro¬ 
gressive community in this city, 
and how well we do on that issue 
will be politically very, very im¬ 
portant, and will certainly be a 
test of the mayor. We absolutely 
must strongly unite against the 
Missouri,” Britt concluded. 

Pat Norman remarked, “Hope¬ 
fully, Harry will come out very 
well. We need his kind of pro¬ 
gressive activity in San Francis¬ 
co.” Norman expressed concern 
over the big issues that have split 
the city—the Missouri, Proposi¬ 
tion M, domestic partners—but 
was optimistic as well. “It’s not 
going to be a simple campaign 
for any of us,” she added. 

Roberta Achtenberg said she is 
proudly sponsoring Britt. “I have 
a tremendous amount of respect 
for Harry. I think he is one of the 
most significant leaders in all of 
San Francisco, and certainly he 
is the preeminent voice of the les¬ 
bian and gay community,” stated 
Achtenberg. “He is one of the few 
progressive elected officials in 
the U.S. today. There is nothing 
in the world I wouldn’t do to sup¬ 
port Harry Britt.” 

The question in her mind is 
not whether or not he will win: 
“There is no question that Harry 
will be re-elected, as he should 
be,” she said. Her concern is that 
he win big: “Not only does he 
deserve re-election, but I would 
like to see him be president of the 
board of supervisors.” 

Beverly Mesch, director of 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence, also pledged her support 
of Britt. “I feel it’s very impor¬ 
tant to have Harry in there work¬ 
ing for us, protecting our human 
rights, and making sure we get 
considered in city policy,” she 
said. •

Carole Migden, San Francisco 
Democratic party chair and 
fundraiser for Britt, addressed 
the audience as the core of the re- 
election campaign. “People who 
have known Harry and are famil¬ 
iar with his work, know that he is 
an outstandingly qualified, 
capable and compassionate, for¬ 
midable leader,” she said.

Naval Investigative Services in¬ 
vestigators are trying to deter¬ 
mine how more than “a few good 
men” were convinced to shed 
their Marine Corps uniforms and 
become models in pornographic 
pictures and videotapes. 

Four young Marines have been 
discharged for “lewd and 
lascivious conduct for compensa¬ 
tion,” and 15 to 25 others are 
under investigation in what 
Marine Corps officials say was a 
major pornographic video and 
photo operation based in nearby 
Oceanside. 

Oceanside police arrested 
Thomas Francis McGrath, Jr. 
after a raid on his plush con¬ 
dominium. McGrath was charg¬ 
ed with pimping, pandering and 
running a house of prostitution. 
He was released on $10,500 bail. 

Hundreds of still photographs 
and 33 videos were seized by po¬ 


lice during the raid on McGrath’s 
condominium, many of which 
showed young Marines, some in 
partial military uniform, posing 
nude or performing sex acts. 

Maj. Tom Mitchell, a Camp 
Pendleton spokesman, said some » 
Marines were paid up to $1,000 
a month to be live-in partners of 
other men. Mitchell refused to 
say if those discharged were the 
young Marines who had appear¬ 
ed in the homosexual videos and 
photographs or had been live-in 
companions. 

Mitchell said those Marines 
who participated in homosexual 
events or posed for pornographic 
pictures will be discharged and 
could face court-martial. 

Authorities did not reveal the 
techniques used to convince the 
young Marines to pose nude or 
engage in “lewd and lascivious 
conduct for compensation.” •

History Group Gets 
Matlovich Papers 

The San Francisco Bay Area 
Gay & Lesbian Historical Socie¬ 
ty recently acquired an important 
addition to its Archives when 
gay rights activist and former 
Air Force sergeant Leonard 
Matlovich donated his personal 
papers and other memorabilia to 
the society. 

The Matlovich collection is an 
eclectic combination of the in¬ 
teresting, the valuable, and the 
unexpected: snap-shots of 
Leonard’s three tours of duty in 
Vietnam; course materials for the 
class on racism he taught while in 
the Air Force; clippings, cor¬ 
respondence, and legal docu¬ 
ments regarding his court case; 
his uniform, dog-tags, and 
medals; and the T-shirt worn by 
the TV movie crew with the Time 
magazine cover, “I Am A Homo¬ 
sexual,” 

The collection spans much of 
Matlovich’s life, from childhood 
to his recent activism, but the 
bulk of the collection covers his 
service record, his challenge to 
the Air Force’s exclusion of 
homosexuals, and the resulting 
series of court cases. 

There are also two large boxes 
of correspondence, dating from 
the time his case went national, 
from lesbians and gay men from 
all over the country. The shy 
career military man—who didn’t 
act on his homosexuality until he 
was 30—had become a hero to 
many gays across the country. 

The Matlovich papers are still 
being processed and are not yet 
available to the public. For more

Now that Lyndon LaRouche has been defeated a second time at the polls in the rejection 
of Prop. 69, AIDS activists around the state are beginning to gear up to fight two new initiatives 
slated for the November ballot. The first, sponsored by Rep. William Danneymeyer and the 
popular Paul Gann, along with a group called the California Physicians for a Logical AIDS 
Response, has been described as “the most far-reaching and repressive of the AIDS initiatives 
to date.” The second, sponsored by Los Angeles County Sheriff Sherman Block, is narrower 
in scope than Dannemeyer’s. It is specifically geared toward addressing potential infection 
of law enforcement officers in the performance of their duties. 

The Dannemeyer-Gann initiative 
includes among its provisions 
allowing employers and insur¬ 
ance companies to use the HIV 
test without restrictions. Accord¬ 
ing to California Atty. Gen. John 
Van de Kamp’s office, the initia¬ 
tive could cost tens or hundreds 
of millions of dollars to imple¬ 
ment, although Dannemeyer con¬ 
tests this amount. 

Dannemeyer’s group has turn¬ 
ed in 600,000 signatures in favor 
of its initiative, almost twice the 
amount necessary to get the pro¬ 
posal on the ballot. It has receiv¬ 
ed certification from the attorney 
general’s office. 

Mike Bonk, a senior staff assis¬ 
tant for Dannemeyer, said he an¬ 
ticipates opposition from many 
of the same groups who worked 
against LaRouche’s initiatives. 

“It will not be an easy battle,” he 
said, “but Congressman Danne¬ 
meyer is confident of its success.” 

California AIDS activists met 
June 28 to decide upon a strategy 
to confront Dannemeyer’s initia¬ 
tive. Those attending included 
Dick Pabich, who organized San 
Francisco’s No-on-69 campaign; 

Pat Christen of the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation; Paul Bone- 
berg of Mobilization Against 
AIDS; and attorney Matt Coles. 

“How big a campaign can our 
community wage?” was the ma¬ 
jor question posed at this meet¬ 
ing, said Pabich. “Are we going 
to wage an all-out campaign cost¬ 
ing millions, or a relatively mini¬ 
mal effort with a focus on the 
local, grassroots level?” he asked. 

While activists were in consen¬ 
sus that this is an important fight 
for the community, there was no 
agreement over how much money 
could be raised and how much 
effort would be necessary to de¬ 
feat the initiative. However, many 
speculated that community burn¬ 
out would make an all-out cam¬ 
paign very difficult to wage at 
this time. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union, in conjunction with the 
National Gay Rights Advocates, 
has filed a legal challenge to the 
initiative. They allege that peti¬ 
tions used in gathering signa¬ 
tures for the initiative were

misleading and are seeking the 
initiative’s removal from the No¬ 
vember ballot. 

DEVASTATING 

Some of the specific points of 
the Dannemeyer initiative in¬ 
clude: (1) allowing employers to 
use HIV testing; (2) allowing 
insurance companies to use the 
test; (3) testing centers would no 
longer be allowed to test anony¬ 
mously; (4) any doctor or clinic 
who has reasonable cause to be¬ 
lieve a person is HIV-positive 
must report that person to local 
health authorities. 

People who test positive would 
be required to report themselves 
and the names of people they 
have either contracted the virus 
from or transmitted it to. This 
would include people tested be¬ 
fore the enactment of the initia¬ 
tive. The act would also make it 
a felony to donate blood or com¬ 
mit prostitution if positive. Any¬ 
one charged with any number of 
sex-related crimes (including 
some in which transmission 
would not be possible) must be 
tested, and the results of the tests 
would be included on any future 
rap sheet. 

Finally, the act would allow em¬ 
ployers to use whatever “protec¬ 
tive gear” they deem necessary 
in order to protect themselves 
from the disease. 

Most activists agree that Dan¬ 
nemeyer’s initiative is potentially 
far more devastating than La¬ 
Rouche’s, for the simple reason 
that LaRouche is not sponsoring 
it. Rand Martin of the Lobby for 
Individual Freedom and Equal¬ 
ity (LIFE) said, “There is more 
power behind Dannemeyer’s leg¬ 
islation than LaRouche could 
have ever hoped for.” Conse¬ 


quently, he said it will require a 
more concerted effort to prevent 
its passage. The anti-LaRouche 
initiative effort took $3 million 
the first time and $700,000 the 
second, along with countless 
hours of volunteer time ex¬ 
pended. 

The California Medical Asso¬ 
ciation, citing its aversion to 
mandatory testing, has issued a 
statement of opposition to the 
initiative. The (^MA feels that 
mandatory testing abridges “the 
close and trusting relationship 
between those at risk and govern¬ 
ment-sponsored AIDS prevention 
programs.” 

The CMA also cited the suc¬ 
cess of the “best available risk 
reduction tools” — education, 
motivation, and skill-building— 
within the gay population, caus¬ 
ing the rate of new infection 
among homosexual men to fall 
from 20 percent to 1 percent 
annually over the past few years 
in several cities. 

A RESPECTED SOURCE 

Block’s initiative has three 
provisions. First, people charged 
with a crime who are accused of 
having interfered with the duties 
of a police officer, firefighter, or 
emergency medical personnel 
must be tested if requested and 
if a judge thinks it possible that 
blood, saliva, or any other bodily 
fluid wound up on an officer. 

Second, people charged with 
rape, statutory rape, or sex-related 
crimes must be tested if the al¬ 
leged victim requests it and, 
again, if a judge thinks it possi¬ 
ble that any bodily fluid wound 
up on the victim.

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Kaiser Urged To 
Reform Clinics 

Group Praises AIDS Program; 
Pushes for Greater Flexibility

A new AIDS/ARC advocacy group has urged Kaiser Perma- 
nente Medical Center to reform its policies and open two HIV 
outpatient clinics in San Francisco and Oakland. The Kaiser 
Patients Advocacy Union (KPAU), founded last March, has 
told Kaiser the HIV patient load is so great that inexperienced 
doctors on AIDS issues were forced to take HIV cases at a 
health risk to some patients. 


Denny Smith, a former Kaiser 
employee for five years, said 
KPAU appreciated the dedica¬ 
tion of most doctors, but the HIV 
overload was too great and pre¬ 
sented a “dangerous situation.” 

Smith said the group also 
asked Kaiser to: 

• Test the T-cell count of HIV 
patients quarterly. KPAU rea-

lized the test was imperfect, but 
it was the best indicator at the 
moment. 

• Be more flexible on the 
matching of HIV patients with 
doctors who are interested in the 
AIDS/ARC field. 

• Be more flexible about use of 
FDA-approved drugs that may 
have been aimed for purposes 
other than AIDS, but are effec¬ 
tive for HIV patients. 

“Kaiser care isn’t bad across 
the board, but it’s spotty [for HIV 



patients],” Smith said. “Only the 
people who are lucky or pushy 
get good care. It shouldn’t be up 
to the patient.” 

An HIV outpatient clinic could 
bring together only doctors who 
are suited for the work, according 
to Smith, in an atmosphere where 
they may trade the latest informa¬ 
tion and where there was peer 
pressure to improve care. 

Smith estimated that a quarter

San Francisco were treated in the 
Kaiser system. 

The Kaiser Advocacy group 
has held four meetings thus far 
at the Metropolitan Community 
Church, and half of the 60 to 80 
people present were there for the 
first time at the latest meeting. 
Joe Brewer is the chief negotiator 
for the group. 

Smith said members noted 


their dissatisfaction with Kaiser 
for its lack of resolve to prescribe 
new drugs effective for HIV pa¬ 
tients. Others wanted bimonthly 
doses of pentamidine (as opposed 
to once-a-month now), while still 
others wanted to take prophylac¬ 
tic aerosol pentamidine in ad¬ 
vance of PCR 

Smith stressed that Kaiser was 
doing good things, especially the 
creation of a ten-bed AIDS in¬ 
patient ward that he said was as 
efficient as the AIDS ward at 
San Francisco General Hospital. 

“We’re not trying to sabotage 
the system. We feel the smart 
thing for Kaiser is to listen,” he 
said. KPAU has met four times 
since March with the Kaiser ad¬ 
ministration, and the next meet¬ 
ing is set for July 11. 

Smith indicated they under¬ 
stood that Kaiser didn’t want to 
burden any doctor with only HIV 
patients. He suggested they 
could rotate assignments. 

“Kaiser hasn’t said no to any¬ 
thing,” Smith said. “They want 
to think about it. They feel threat¬ 
ened about the demands, but 
they’re being reasonable. But 
people who are HIV-positive 
don’t have a lot of time for 
bureaucratic decision-making. 

“The clock is ticking,” he said.

DON JOHNSON 
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Provoking, Not Provocative 


I t doesn’t take much to be controversial these days. In the circus 
atmosphere of the twilight of the Reagan era, issues, concerns, and 
civic debate have been replaced by carnival sideshows. The latest 
flurry of so-called controversy is The Morton Downey Jr. Show, which 
local television broadcaster KRON has been spewing forth onto the 


airwaves. 


Controversy has long swirled around Downey Jr. His talk show, which 
has been on the air in the New York area for years, is well known for 
verbal—and sometimes physical—fisticuffs. Downey doesn’t so much 
talk with his guests, audience members, and callers as taunt them. It’s 
a common technique to produce contentless but “interesting” video 
or radio blather. It requires a big mouth, but minimal talent. 

Downey once got into it rather heavily with New York gay activist Andy 
Humm. While taping a segment of his show, Downey insulted Humm, 
who came back with such a zinger that Downey Jr. totally blew his cool 
and slapped Humm. It’s all on camera, film at 11, as they say. The episode 
was, of course, never broadcast. 

Humm did sue Downey over the incident. But a judge threw out the 
case, saying the slap wasn’t hard enough to be considered an assault. 
This raises obvious questions about the strength of Morton’s own wrists. 
Could he himself be what he loves to denounce others as: a wimp? 

Y es, the soaps have taken over the airwaves. If the nightly news 
has come down to Entertainment Tonight, our public forums 
known as talk shows have come down to bitch and counter-bitch. 
If*this is controversy, it’s the cheap version. 

Downey has been called “provocative,” a flattering portrayal, to say 
the least. The only thing Downey’s antics should provoke us to is amaze¬ 
ment that people can be so gullible as to be provoked by the likes of 
Morton Downey Jr. Downey is to controversy what Ed Meese is to. 
justice. He’s provocative and controversial the way winos who piss on 
your doorstep are provocative and controversial—a smelly nuisance. 

Most such nuisances have laws against them. But in the case of 
Downey Jr., a law against him would only feed his delusions of grandeur. 
Protest, boycotts, bans tend only to elevate his type to a seriousness 
they don’t deserve and likely would otherwise not attain. 

There is also a First Amendment freedom-of-speech issue here, not 


that Downey Jr. and his ilk are aware of or respect free speech rights 
in any way. But we, as a society, are still better off leaving such cranks 
alone to blather on. They usually self-destruct. 

There is one catch, however. No one has the right to yell “Fire!” in 
a crowded theater. If Downey Jr. or others carry on to such an extent, 
then they and their purveyors, such as KRON-TV, should be held 
accountable for the consequences. In other words, if the rantings of 
Downey Jr. or any one of a number of preachers contribute to a climate 
of homophobic or racist or sexist violence—and it is certainly arguable 
that they do—then society should make them, pay. They are, in fact, 
yelling “Fire!” in a crowd. 

B ut there is another, greater First Amendment free-speech issue 
that is getting lost in the vulgar carnival. That issue concerns 
genuine and candid airing of real controversy, the kind that 
makes TV producers shiver in their bottom lines. Why not provoke 
viewers to actually think about issues, instead of just jack up their blood 
pressure? Let’s have some real controversy on TV. Let’s see some really 
provocative material come over the airwaves, instead of the usual irk¬ 
some noise. 

Instead of name-calling and cheap shots, let’s see some discussion, 
some analysis, some portrayal of the realities of the daily lives behind 
the issues. Seems to me there’s lots of interesting video footage out 
there to replace the vulgar, tawdry loudmouths multiplying like lesions 
on talk shows. 

Cut the pious, self-serving crap, KRON, that shows like Downey Jr.’s 
are “provocative” and “controversial.” It’s a real slap in our face as 
a society that such types can garner attention and pass for provocative 
while the real issues of our day go untreated in any serious, engaging 
fashion. No wonder progress on any point these days is so difficult. 
Instead of genuinely provocative, controversial television, all we get is 
vicious nonsense pandering to the basest sensations. If there were real 
controversy on TV, the cheap imitations would not command such 
attention. 

Our consolation is that it has backfired for once. KRON-TV’s cheap 
stunt to capture some ratings has given them only headaches. They 
got what they deserved. And every time Downey Jr. verbally or physically 
abuses his guests or audience, he shows how weak his position is. Don’t 
mistake noisy vulgarity for strength. Just don’t watch. • 


Raising Tensions

O ne month ago, a new syndicated talk show came on the air, 
The Morton Downey Jr. Show. It currently reaches viewers in 
34 metropolitan areas, mostly between 6 and 8 p.m. In San Fran¬ 
cisco, it airs after 1 a.m. on KRON-TV 

It belongs to the new genre of so-called “reality based” program¬ 
ming, which here consists of the host and some of the guests shouting 
sexually titillating or socially inflammatory statements at each other 
while a chorus of young white males hoot approval. This happens under 
the pretense of a journalistic inquiry into contemporary topics, like 
AIDS or feminism, often including legitimate spokespeople whose 
words are trampled in the onslaught. The Conferederate flag and Klans- 
men feature prominently in the video montage that opens the show. 

During a recent program on women in the military, Downey said, 
“There’s an old stereotype of women in the military as prostitutes, 
lesbians, and husband-hunters. I know of no women in the military that 
are husband-hunters.” Last Sunday a guest gratuitously stated, “Gays 
should be called ‘SADs’: Sexual AIDS Distributors.” 

References to gays and AIDS appear in nearly every program, even 
though the station has said no programs about gays or AIDS would 
be aired. 

O ne can almost imagine that the whole business is scripted in 
advance. Like professional wrestling, it seems to provide crass 
satisfaction for the human need to dramatize conflict. On one 
program, Downey struck a gay activist; on another, he was clobbered 
by a guest. But debatable propositions are never pursued. The confron¬ 
tations most resemble an encounter between gang and victim and could 
be easily transported to the street. If Downey has gotten the message 


that some groups are not acceptable public targets (blacks? Jews?), he 
has only shifted his focus to gays and women. 

A community response has arisen to this programming. It began with 
a letter of complaint to KRON from the Victim Services Advisory 
Committee of the San Francisco Department of Public Health, express¬ 
ing the belief that programs such as Downey’s undermine efforts to 
reduce victimization. They also are contrary to a discrimination pro¬ 
vision of the Administrative Code prohibiting activity that exacerbates 
intergroup tension. This letter was followed by another from Sup. Rich¬ 
ard Hongisto, urging the station “to be a good corporate citizen” and 
remove the show. These letters and other pressure secured a meeting 
with the station’s program director, and a dialogue was begun. 

P artially kept promises to pull shows with offensive content, and 
hints that the 15-week contract might not be renewed, may, how¬ 
ever, be simply an attempt to quiet the situation. July ratings 
and public reaction will be primary factors in the eventual decision. 

Television stations are granted licenses by the government to profit 
from a restricted market. Fewer people have the opportunity to speak, 
and their words attain correspondingly greater importance. Implicit 
in these restrictions is the premise that the community will be better 
served, but reaching this goal demands stewardship from the licensees. 
If KRON subordinates its conscience to financial concerns, it violates 
this trust. 

We have the chance to speak now. We must show KRON—and other 
stations which may consider picking up the Downey show if KRON 
drops it—the clear moral choice involved. Individual as well as organ¬ 
ized response will be important. Our community is a loving, vital part 
of the larger one served by the mainstream media. Let’s use this oppor¬ 
tunity to start an ongoing conversation with KRON and other media 
in which we calmly but firmly express this conviction. •

ing these programs (“Not All Parents Are Straight,”. 
“We Are Family,” “Lesbians Choosing Children,” 
etc.) try closer to prime time. 

Stop treating us like the fringes of society. You can 
always add a disclaimer/warning should your worry 
be that Bible-thumpers will raise their usual concern: 
“What if children turn to the station during a gay 
program? 

It seems to me that other stations have handled 
this issue by including a “Mature Subject Matter” 
warning/disclaimer before, during and after pro¬ 
grams of a controversial nature. If this can be done 
for topics such as rape, missing children, domestic 
violence and mercy killings, why are the lives of gay 
people taboo? Aren’t you telling us by implication 
that we are second-class citizens, undeserving of 
“normal” programming hours? That even a child 
molester or mass murder rates first? 

If you are not overly concerned about the gay peo¬ 
ple you are affronting, you might at least consider 
the untapped market of the parents and friends of 
gays. Many of these people could use some positive 
coverage of gays, or at least some near-remedial level, 
unbiased material on the rest of the community. Your 
shows on gay parenting and AIDS were quite good, 
but how about the percentage of those who are not 
dying and/or procreating? Are you really unaware of 
the many contributions we have made and continue 
to make in the arts, sciences and politics? 

If you are aware and yet continue to designate only 
the late-late hours one month a year for gay program¬ 
ming, what does this say to me as a potential mem¬ 
ber? Would a Jew pay dues to an anti-Semitic 
organization? Would a black person join the KKK 
if asked? You may think these are unfair com¬ 
parisons, but by producing so very little so late you 
are promoting our invisibility. It is this insidious 
homophobia that disturbs me about KQED. 

I am bored by those who over-process, proselytize 
and consciousness-raise, but there is certainly some¬ 
thing to be said for presenting fact and history— 
feminist, ethnic and same-sex preference, as well as 
that of the nuclear family and the old boy network— 
to promote understanding and real communication.

Ballot Argument Ban 


★ Alice, Milk, Stonewall, CRIR and other commu¬ 
nity groups and individuals will be essentially ex¬ 
cluded from the San Francisco voter handbook if 
Chief Administrative Officer Rudy Nothenberg has 
his way. 

The supervisors are currently considering a pro¬ 
posal backed by Nothenberg and the San Francisco 
Examiner, which would ban ballot arguments by the 
general public from the city Voter Information Pam¬ 
phlet. Instead, city officials would select a single “of¬ 
ficial” proponent and opponent for each measure, 
each having a total of 450 words to make their case. 
The selection would be based on what the Examiner 
calls a “pecking order,” designed to prevent people 
like us from being chosen. 

Registrar Michelle Corwin readily admits that the 
proposal is in retaliatiori for ballot arguments ex¬ 
pressing opinions which certain city officials want 
to ban (mainly for being too critical of them). The 
courts won’t allow them to ban some viewpoints and 
not others, so instead they’ll ban all arguments from 
the general public—we’re all to be disenfranchised, 
as punishment for the alleged excesses of a very few. 

The Nothenberg-Hearst proposal goes next to the 
Rules Committee, which meets at 2 p.m., Tuesday, 
July 12,2nd floor. City Hall. Members of the public 
will be allowed to speak at that time. 

If you don’t want your freedom of speech taken 
away, use it now.

Refocus Activities 

★ Once again our parade and celebration have been 
infiltrated with somber, negative, non-gay political 
groups and interests. These groups focus their atten¬ 
tion on the foreign policy of the United States and 
the internal domestic policy of other countries and 
apparently are not at all relevant to gay interests and 
celebration. 

Although some of these views and activities are 
supported by some lesbian/gay people, they are not 
necessarily representative of lesbian/gay people in 
general and have no apparent relevance to lesbian/ 
gay festivities. Indeed, their inclusion and presence 
in our parade and celebration can be offensive to 
those of us who hold other beliefs. 

Furthermore, publicity generated by these groups 
at our activities can have a significant negative reac¬ 
tion from non-gay power groups that are in a position 
to help us obtain pro-gay legislation and governmen¬ 
tal decisions. With the AIDS crisis and homophobia 
running rampant, we need support and help from 
responsible non-gay people just to hold onto what 
rights we have obtained to date. 

It is time to refocus our activities to be festive and 
representative of lesbian/gay interests. With the 
AIDS crisis, we have a lot of negativism in the non¬ 
gay community to overcome. It is time to direct more 
activity and resources toward achieving some basic 
lesbian/gay goals, such as spousal benefits for lovers. 

Finally, it is time to leave the non-gay goals to those 
special interest groups who support them and to ex¬ 
clude them from general lesbian/gay activities which 
purport to be representative of the lesbian/gay com¬ 
munity at large.

House of Cards 

★ If you are thinking of giving money to the Shanti 
Project, consider this: None of Shanti’s $3 million 
budget goes directly to PWAs in goods or cash. The 
money pays for a huge staff and other bureaucratic 
expenses. Jim Geary is on record that Shanti staff 
members do not need professional training; he will 
provide the training they need. Some members of 
that staff are emotional houses of cards, held together 
only by their allegiance to Geary. To others, the idea 
of disciplining themselves to do a job in the Finan¬ 
cial District seems a fate worse than death. 

If you are thinking of volunteering at Shanti, con¬ 
sider this: Geary’s ability to raise that $3 million, 
including his own grossly inflated salary, depends on 
being able to deliver the services of hundreds of 
unpaid volunteers. Geary’s fundraising letters em¬ 
phasize that the Shanti budget is spent on training 
ind supervising volunteers. But only a small part of 
the Shanti “training” is spent teaching the skills of 


nonjudgmental listening involved in Shanti coun¬ 
seling. 

Most of the “training” is directed to three ends: 
(l)the deification of Jim Geary; (2) encouraging vol¬ 
unteers to reveal the most intimate details of their 
private lives to people like Geary who are responsi¬ 
ble to no professional ethical code; and (3) making 
volunteers believe that they and Shanti are part of 
a uniquely loving response to the AIDS epidemic. 
The effect is to instill conflict and guilt in volunteers 
and staff who want to criticize the inefficiency and 
corruption at Shanti. 

Geary’s and the Shanti board’s response to criti¬ 
cism is to dismiss it as lies, to call it anger at the epi¬ 
demic misdirected at Shanti, and to suggest that any 
criticism of Shanti hurts services to PWAs. But our 
most loving response to PWAs is to fight to make sure 
they get the best possible services, rather than ser¬ 
vices provided by self-serving and power-hungry peo¬ 
ple determined to hold on to a standard of living they 
have no hope of achieving outside the AIDS industry.

Protest Hospice Plan 

★ Yurii Cachero and Kitzi Schoen are “outraged” 
over the B.A.R. article on Hospice (June 16). They 
point out that they are the only two who “have 
remained of the old staff of the AIDS Home Care 
program since the merger with PPMC.” Why don’t 
they also point out that all the others—the dedicated 
nurses and social workers—either resigned or were 
forced out of the program because they were not 
happy with the “cost-effective” merger with PPMC 
and the resultant demoralization of the'staff? Obvi¬ 
ously, there were good reasons why the old staff was 
decimated in the two years since PPMC took over and 
why only two have remained. 

What Yurii and Kitzi do not say is that the Hospice 
management does not tolerate any criticism, nor does 
it permit, let alone encourage, any discussion of 
changes in the program, not even with the profes¬ 
sional staff—e.g., the nurses—who have to carry out 
the changes. Any show of dissatisfaction or critique 
by the staff is classified as “trouble-making,” and 
the persons are disciplined and encouraged to leave, 
while volunteers have been arbitrarily dropped. How 
long can a program as dedicated as Hospice be run 
on this basis? 

What Yuri and Kitzi also do not say is that the word 
“AIDS” has been removed from the Hospice pro¬ 
gram. Why? The two Hospice programs, AIDS and 
regular hospice (mostly cancer patients), have been 
merged. In other words, nurses, attendants, and vol¬ 
unteers of the AIDS care program can also look after 
cancer patients. 

However, they chose to be specially trained to work 
with AIDS patients. But can those who did not volun¬ 
teer for AIDS work look after AIDS patients effective¬ 
ly? Not always. Can all VNA nurses be assigned to 
AIDS patients? Even less so. Kuebler-Ross, the out¬ 
standing expert on terminal illness and death, makes 
it clear that AIDS is “different.” PPMC, for “cost- 
effective” reasons, prefers to think otherwise. 

There is no question that AIDS Home Care is still 
doing a good overall job, but will this continue if 
AIDS patients do not receive the special care they 
need if the program is determined by PPMC’s ideas 
of cost-effectiveness? Will the needed care continue 
if the best people, the ones who are dedicated to the 
care of AIDS patients, continue to leave the organi¬ 
zation because of PPMC’s policies and the Hospice 
management’s subservience to the whims of PPMC? 

I believe that the gay community, which still has 
the highest stake in the AIDS crisis, should protest 
what is happening in Hospice and the demoralizing 
effect it is having on the care of AIDS patients. The 
protest should be addressed to PPMC (Pacific Pres¬ 
byterian Medical Center) and to VNH (Visiting 
Nurses & Hospice of S.F.), Fox Plaza, 1390 Market 
St., Suite 541, San Francisco 94102.

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Mr. Reagan and the AIDS Commission Report 



R etired Navy Admiral 
James D. Watkins sur¬ 
prised nearly everyone 
when he stepped in late last year 
as chairperson of the President’s 
Commission on AIDS. He took a 
commision near collapse, pulled 
it together, held a number of pub¬ 
lic hearings, and produced what 
most feel is an extraordinarily 
constructive and useful report for 
Pres. Ronald Reaean. 

The report, containing nearly 
600 recommendations, is now on 
the President’s desk. Hopefully, 
Ronald Reagan will give the com¬ 
mittee the serious reception that 
it deserves. 

Watkins says that the Presi¬ 
dent needs to make a statement 
that this is his commission and 
that he feels this is the national 
strategy. If he were to do that, 
says Watkins, he would be send¬ 
ing a signal all the way through 
the country that would give AIDS 
patients and health workers new 
hope that help is finally on its 
way. 


This week. Pres. Reagan or¬ 
dered a staff report within 30 
days to devise “a course of action 
that takes us forward.” Reagan 
has instructed Dr. Donald Ian 
MacDonald, the administrator of 
the Alcohol, Drug Abuse and 
Mental Health Administration, to 
undertake the immediate evalua¬ 
tion of the commission report. 
This appears to be a good move, 
in that it removes the study from 
domestic political advisors in the 
White House who have in the 
past resisted confronting the 
AIDS crisis and whose previous 
bad advice has contriWted to 
dangerously delaying the Presi¬ 
dent’s response. 

W atkins and his group say 
that discrimination is 
the one greatest obstacle 
to an effective public-health re¬ 
sponse to contain the epidemic, 
noting that the fear of losing 
insurance, job, and home would 
drive underground the very peo¬ 
ple who must be treated it the 
disease is ever to be contained. 


Efforts at legislating against dis¬ 
crimination have been bogged 
down in partisan political maneu¬ 
vering. Most of that opposition 
comes from the radical right and 
longtime political allies of Mr. 
Reagan, who believe that such 
protections would serve only to 
encourage homosexuals and in¬ 
travenous drug users. 

The apparent openness to the 
implementation of the commis¬ 
sion’s report by Pres. Reagan 
suggests that the dangerous 
argument previously held by 
those in the radical right will no 
longer prevail. Even liberals and 
gay rights activists who oppose 
George Bush politically were 
encouraged by his endorsement 
of the report last week and, spe¬ 
cifically, its anti-discrimination 
recommendations. 

Leaders of both political par¬ 
ties are giving much of the credit 
for the new approach to the AIDS 
crisis to Watkins. He summed up 
the AIDS Commission’s work 
and hopes and told the President 
that “it is our hope, Mr. Presi¬ 
dent, that you will use our report 
as your national strategy, harness 
the goodness that awaits your ef¬ 
fective leadership, continue to ad¬ 
vance the nation in conquering 
the virus, and lead us to take ad¬ 
vantage of waiting opportunities 
for more healthy and wholesome 
lives.” 

In Washington, many of those 
who have taken leadership in 
fighting this health crisis were 
hoping that, after years of drag¬ 
ging his feet, Ronald Reagan will 
now put some real effort in the 
war against this deadly disease. 

O ne of the more interesting 
political rumors hitting 
the cocktail circuit has 


some of Dianne Feinstein’s 
friends urging her to forgo a 
statewide race and run against 
Mayor Art Agnos the next time 
around for her old City Hall job. 

In Sacramento, they are hint¬ 
ing that Jane Fonda’s recent 
apology to Vietnam veterans was 
a prelude to her husband, Tom 
Hayden, announcing that he 
will soon for statewide office or a 
congressional seat. 

For part of the year, I thought 
that Sen. Robert Dole was may¬ 
be the kind of Republican I could 
possibly support. No way. There 
he was on CNN the other day, 
speaking to a group of Republi¬ 
can faithful, saying that “if you 
are for abortion, homosexual 
rights, and all those things, then 
Michael Dukakis is your 
man.” 

Statewide Democrats meeting 
in Los Angeles next week could 
change party rules that call for 
the selection of the next state 
chairperson coming from North¬ 
ern California. Under current 
state party bylaws, the chairper¬ 
son alternates between a North¬ 
ern California and a Southern 
California chair, and it is the 
north’s turn in 1989. But the pro¬ 
posal could be suspected, and 
current chairperson Peter Kelly 
could keep the job for the next 
four years. 

The John Barbagelata 
scheme to promote two-term 
limits for the supervisors is a plan 
that, if it qualifies for the Novem¬ 
ber ballot, should be soundly 
defeated. 

The Democrats open their 
national convention in Atlanta in 
less than two weeks, and while the 
pros are saying it will be John 
Glenn as Dukakis’ running 


mate, I have a small wager that 
the Demo confab will end with a 
Dukakis-Gephardt ticket. 

Leland Yee picking up im¬ 
portant endorsements in his bid 
for a seat on the school board. 

T The Galleon Restaurant 
on 14th Street is one of 
those gay businesses that 
does its share in the fight against 
AIDS. The popular restaurant is 
currently featuring Artists 
Against AIDS, with paintings on 
display in their Garden Room. All 
proceeds to AIDS charities. Five 
nights a week, part of the money 
made from each meal sold goes 
to either AIDS Emergency Fund, 
Project Open Hand, Coming 
Home Hospice, the AIDS Foun¬ 
dation Food Bank, or the Shanti 
Project. 

Oh, yes, the excuses and expla¬ 
nations (?) are still coming from 
those responsible for the gay and 
lesbian community losing a seat 
on the Police Commission. The 
lengthiest of such explanations 
was the one printed last week 
from newly appointed Board of 
Permits Appeals Commissioner 
Paul Melbostad. While I cer¬ 
tainly can understand Commis¬ 
sioner Melbostad’s particular 
sensitivity to this issue, his 
rambling letter of explanation 
hardly gets him or the other 
Commission on Commission 
members off the hook. 

The truth is simply that our 
community fought long and hard 
to get a seat on the Police Com¬ 
mission (that became the issue in 
the Feinstein-Kopp mayoral cam¬ 
paign for our community), we 
aren’t about to get it back for a 
long time, and we all know who to 
thank. •

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My T-Shirt Slogan: Better Blatant Than Latent 



I believe in flaunting it every 
chance I get. That’s why, 
whenever I leave town via 
SFO, I deliberately wear T-shirts 
that make my sexual orientation 
perfectly clear. Most of the locals 
simply shrug, but the tourists eat 
it up. Face it—one of the main 
reasons they come to San Fran¬ 
cisco in the first place is to see 
homosexuals. I figure I give them 
the opportunity. 

Choosing something to wear is 
never difficult. I have an entire 
drawer full of tres gay T-shirts. 
Some commemorate gay pride 
parades, street fairs, athletic fes¬ 
tivals, or political events. Others 
advertise gay bars (“The Lion’s 
Pub’’), videos (“On Top’’), prod¬ 
ucts (“HIM”), or vacation spots 
(“Key West”). 

A few picture obviously gay 
scenarios, such as the one featur¬ 
ing a rather well-endowed Tom of 
Finland type putting his goods 
on display for all the world to see. 
And several proclaim typical gay 
slogans, such as “Come Out” 
and “We Are Everywhere.” 
None, fortunately, read, “So 
Many Men, So Little Time,” or 
“I’ve a Feeling We’re Not in Kan¬ 
sas Anymore.” 

For my most recent trip to and 
from Chicago, I wore my current 
favorite, a “March on Washing¬ 
ton for Lesbian and Gay Rights” 
T-shirt, the one with the dome of 
the U.S. Capitol framed by a 
large pink triangle. Whether or 
not anyone noticed on the way 
out of town, I have no idea. I was 
stUl in my San Francisco frame of 
mind, where I assume other peo¬ 
ple, if not actually homosexual 
themselves, are at least undis¬ 
turbed by homosexuality. 

O n the way home from Chi¬ 
cago, however, I saw quite 
a few staring. Undaunted, 
I stared back. Unfortunately, 
there wasn’t much to look at. Few 
people, other than myself, it 
seems, believe in broadcasting 
their personal feelings across 
their chests in such a forthright 
(blatant?) display. In fact, few 
people at the airport — few 
adults, at any rate—were wearing 
T-shirts at all, either with slogans 
or without. Can it be that I am 
the only 36-year-old left in Amer¬ 
ica with no need of a business 
suit on the road? 

Nevertheless, a few of my fel¬ 
low travelers were similarly at¬ 
tired, and I decided to pass the 
time by making note of the mes¬ 
sages emblazoned on their T- 
shirts. It would be an interesting 
(if useless) experiment, I thought, 
to see if the T-shirts gave me any 
clues as to what kind of people 
might be lurking beneath. 

In Chicago, the overriding 
theme seemed to be one of ram¬ 
pant consumerism. I have never 
understood how people could let 
themselves be used as human 
billboards—at least not without 
collecting royalties. Yet the great 
majority of people wearing T- 
shirts in the Windy City sported 
free advertisements for Coors, 
Vuarnet, New Balance, and the 
like. Since all these people could 
not possibly feel a personal 
attachment to products such as 
these, I could only assume some 
of them must secretly be stock¬ 
holders of the companies in¬ 
volved—or unwitting dupes of 
the capitalist system. 

But what was I to make of the 
people wearing T-shi^s embla¬ 
zoned “Alaska,” “New Orleans,” 
and “Mykonos”? Either they 
have a great deal of regional 
pride, I concluded, or they are 


hopelessly addicted geographical 
name-droppers. In any case, they 
are saving local chambers of com¬ 
merce millions. 

Ironically, even though I am no 


fan of professional sports organi¬ 
zations, it was easier for me to 
appreciate the people who were 
wearing T-shirts extolling the 
Minnesota Twins or the Chicago 


Cubs. At least in these cases the 
relationship between the people 
and the sponsors of the T-shirts 
was clear. The people were fans, 
and if the owners of the various 


teams involved don’t even know 
that these particular fans exist, 
well, what the hell? 

I n Los Angeles, where I 
changed planes, consum¬ 
erism, geographical name- 
dropping, and sports worship 
gave way to fashion. Oh, there 
were a few “Ocean Pacific” or 
“Downhill Classic” T-shirts, but 
the majority were “designer 
T’s,” arty shirts with no particu¬ 
lar logo or message, but which 
screamed, “Trendy!” and “Over¬ 
priced!” Since it was Los Ange¬ 
les, I was not surprised. 

On my arrival back at SFO, I 
finally discovered others with my 
own taste in T’s. On the people 
mover in the terminal, I spotted 
a man wearing a “Castro Street’ 
tank top. And at the baggage 
area, I stood next to a woman 
advertising the Names Project. 
Heaving a sigh of relief, I thank¬ 
ed God I was home and recited 
my own personal mantra — 
“Better Blatant Than Latent” 
—which I am sure is on some¬ 
one’s T-shirt somewhere. •

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Bills Pass, Minus Amendments 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -Three key bills af¬ 
fecting gay and lesbian civil rights and federal 
AIDS policy passed through important House of 
Representatives committees recently after at¬ 
tempts to attach “hostile” amendments were 
defeated. 

The Immigration Exclusion and Deportation 
Amendments Act, the AIDS Counseling and Test¬ 
ing Act, and the AIDS Research Act were favorably 
reported out of full committees without new hostile 
amendments offered by Rep. William Dannemeyer 
(R-CA) or Rep. Edward Madigan (R-IL). 

On immigration, H.R. 4427 (formerly H.R. 1119) 
repeals provisions used to prevent gays and les¬ 
bians from visiting or immigrating to the U.S. 
The Judiciary Committee voted 21-to-14 to move 
the bill, sponsored by Rep. Barney Frank (D-MA), 
to the House floor after defeating a hostile Dan¬ 
nemeyer amendment. 

The hostile amendment would have restored a 
provision for barring “sexual deviants”—includ¬ 
ing, in the eyes of immigration law, gays and les¬ 
bians—from entering the U.S. 

Gay civil rights activists consider the committee 
vote to drop “sexual deviants” from immigration 
law as a major breakthrough and possibly the first 
repeal of homophobic legislation ever in the U.S. 
Congress. 

On AIDS counseling and testing, H.R. 4757 
(formerly H.R. 3071) authorized $400 million per 
year for three years to provide confidential, volun¬ 
tary counseling and testing. The bill passed the 
House Subcommittee on Health and Environment 
last May after a Dannemeyer amendment was at¬ 
tached barring federal funds for counseling that 
promotes “homosexual activity.” Efforts to weaken 
this amendment in conference committee are now 
under way. 

In Energy and Commerce Committee action on 
the same bill, eight hostile Dannemeyer amend¬ 
ments were defeated, including amendments 
calling for mandatory name-reporting, required 
hospital testing, prison testing, marriage license 
applicant testing, notific^ation of spouses, verbal 


testing consent, and reduced breach of confiden¬ 
tiality penalties. 

In the consent amendment, Dannemeyer wanted 
only verbal permission as a requisite for HIV 
antibody testing, instead of the written consent ini¬ 
tially required by the bill. 

In the penalty amendment, Dannemeyer sought 
to reduce fines for breach of test-result confiden¬ 
tiality from the bill’s original $10,000 to $5,000. 

The bill, sponsored by Rep. Henry Waxman 
(D-CA), passed the committee by unanimous voice 
vote without the amendments. 

The AIDS research bill (H.R. 4850, formerly 
H.R. 3825) is similar to the research portion of the 
Senate’s recently passed AIDS Research, Educa¬ 
tion and Care Act (S. 1220), which reduces bureau¬ 
cratic delays and authorizes spending for AIDS 
research, education, and care. 

The bill, sponsored by Rep. Waxman, passed the - 
Energy and Commerce Committee by unanimous 
voice vote after an amendment by Rep. Edward 
Madigan was defeated. 

The Madigan amendment would have deleted 
provisions in the bill authorizing additional per¬ 
sonnel for federal AIDS research activities, thus 
undermining a critical need for the legislation. 

“This is a three-way win for the gay and AIDS 
community,” said Robert Bray, Human Rights 
Campaign Fund communications director. “And 
it’s three strikes against Dannemeyer and others 
who continue to stand in the way of saving lives and 
civil rights for gays and lesbians.” 

The Human Rights Campaign Fund and other 
political groups extensively lobbied committee 
legislators to pass the three bills, which now move 
to the House for floor consideration. 

“The fact that the congressional committees 
demonstrated the will to defeat more hostile 
amendments gives the gay, lesbian, and AIDS com¬ 
munity an advantage during the floor debate,” says 
Steve Smith, campaign fund lobbyist. 

“As long as we can keep Dannemeyer in his 
place, we’re all better off,” he said. • 


Mikulski, Chafee 
Sign Onto Rights Bill 

WASHINGTON, D.C.- 

Senators Barbara Mikulski 
(D-MD) and John Chafee (R-RI) 
have become the ninth and tenth 
senators, respectively, to co-spon- 
sor the Gay and Lesbian Civil 
Rights Bill in the U.S. Senate. 

The two senators agreed this 
week to co-sponsor S. 464, which 
would add “affectional or sexual 
orientation” to the protected 
categories of race, color, and reli¬ 
gion in existing civil rights legis¬ 
lation. 

The bill, introduced on Feb. 4, 
1987, by Sen. Alan Cranston 
(D-CA), would make it illegal to 
treat lesbians, gays, and bisexuals 
differently from non-gay people 
in employment, housing, public 
accommodations, or federally 
assisted programs. 

Mikulski, the first woman in 
the Senate to co-sponsor the bill, 
previously had signed onto the 
legislation when she was in the 
House of Representatives. 

The current House version of 
the gay civil rights bill, H.R. 709, 
introduced by Rep. Ted Weiss 
(D-NY) on Jan. 21, 1987, pres¬ 
ently has 73 co-sponsors. 

Chafee is the second Republi¬ 
can senator to co-sponsor the bill, 
after Sen. Lowell Weicker (R-CT). 
Chafee has a long record of sup¬ 
port for civil rights and AIDS is¬ 
sues, including work with Rhode 
Island Project AIDS and support 
of S. 1220, the AIDS Research, 
Information and Care Act. 

“Equal opportunity must be 
guaranteed to all Americans,”

said Sen. Chafee. “To discrimi¬ 
nate against individuals because 
of race, sex, age, or sexual orien¬ 
tation is to deny them their civil 
rights.” 

The Human Rights Campaign 
Fund, along with the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force and 
other organizations, has exten¬ 
sively lobbied legislators to sup¬ 
port the bill. 

“We now have 10 percent of 
the U.S. Senate signed up for civ¬ 
il rights protection for 10 percent 
of America—the millions of gay 
men and women who deserve to 
be treated with full equality,” 
said Eric Rosenthal, political 
director of the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund. •

Vasquez' New Job at Health Dept.

The hammerlock of the AIDS 
epidemic is so tight that other 
lesbian and gay health concerns 
often get short shrift. 

The “other” agenda will be 
the special charge of Carmen 
Vasquez, the new coordinator for 
lesbian and gay health services 
with the Department of Health. 
She assumes her new post on 
Aug. 1, and she already has tar¬ 
geted various aspects of her 
mandate. 

The former community or¬ 
ganizer for Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV), Vas¬ 
quez is interested, for example, in 
Epstein-Barr syndrome, a virus 
that weakens the immune system 
and causes intense fatigue.

This condition has affected an 
alarming number of lesbians and 
can be so crippling that the vic¬ 
tim can’t function. 

Her other concerns specific to 
the lesbian and gay community 
include: 

• Substance abuse; 

• Suicide among the young; 

• Violence as a health issue for 
its drain on mental health re¬ 
sources; 

• Coming-out counseling; 

• Lesbian mothers—pre- and 
post-natal care. 

Vasquez, 39, sees her new post 
as a focus to identify health 
issues and facilitate the use of 
Health Department resources. 

“I expect to provide the liaison 
with needs and resources so peo¬ 
ple within the health field have a 
point and place to come togeth¬ 
er,” she said. 

“I’m excited about the chal¬ 
lenge of a situation more bureau¬ 
cratic than my experience in my 
work life with smaller, commu¬ 
nity-based, nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions. It’s a big challenge,” 

Vasquez said she was also in¬ 
terested in AIDS-related issues 
that are addressed by the special 
AIDS section at the Health De¬ 
partment. 

She pinpointed what she 
called “the enormous drain on 
the health system” of AIDS, and 
she was most sensitive about 
mental health services for those 
living with AIDS or grieving be¬ 
cause of it. 


A native of Puerto Rico who 
grew up in New York, Vasquez 
was most recently the executive 
director of the National Network 
for Immigrant and Refugee 
Rights, where she was a fund¬ 
raiser and program developer. 

She said the Immigration and 
Reform Act of 1986 altered the 
plight of refugees in the U.S. by 
creating a category of illegal 
people and providing heavy em¬ 
ployer sanctions against hiring 
people without proper documen¬ 
tation. 

It further offered amnesty to 
illegals in the U.S. since 1982 that 
culminated this year on May 5. 


Vasquez was at that post less 
than a year while the selection 
process at the Health Depart¬ 
ment took shape, but she is best 
known to the lesbian and gay 
community through CUAV, where 
she worked from 1984 to 1987. 

She was responsible for docu¬ 
menting data on anti-gay vio¬ 
lence and for using the statistics 
as a tool to get people more aware 
of anti-gay violence, especially 
the straight community. 

Vasquez developed strategies 
for education and prevention of 
such violence, notably by safety 
awareness presentations at com¬ 
munity forums. 


“We had a speaker’s bureau to 
train people to go to high schools 
and colleges, or wherever we’re 
invited, to demystify being gay 
and emphasize that it’s homo¬ 
phobia which leads to violence,” 
she said. 

Vasquez will work with an advi¬ 
sory committee at the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and has already 
met eight members thus far who 
represent different aspects of 
health care. 

“It’s exciting to do work to 
effect a policy change and get to 
know the people who are the 
health providers,” she said. “I’ve 
never had that direct influence 
before.” •

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Judge Refuses 
To Drop HIV Suit 

Florida Man Fired After 
Doctor Reveals Test Results

A Florida judge has ruled against a motion to dismiss a suit 
alleging breaeh of eonfidentiality of medical records regard¬ 
ing HIV test results. Should the case succeed when it goes to 
trial, a precedent will be established so that physicians may 
not disclose people’s test results to employers without 
consent. 


Two years ago, Jim Kautz, a 
surgical technician working at 
Humana Hospital Lucerne in 
Orlando, Florida, had taken a 
variety of tests, including the 
HIV test, from a private doctor. 
Dr. Herminio Orizondo later in¬ 
formed Kautz that he had AIDS, 
when in reality he had merely 
tested positive. 

Fortunately, Kautz working in 
the health care profession, had 
enough savvy to know the dif¬ 
ference. He also realized the pos¬ 
sible reaction his conservative 
employer might have, and asked 
Orizondo not to reveal the test 
results to Humana. 


But Orizondo insisted on tell¬ 
ing Kautz’ employer, which 
resulted in the firing of Kautz a 
month later. 

According to Ben Schatz, 
director of NGRA’s AIDS Civil 
Rights Project, “This case 
highlights the danger of assum¬ 
ing we have laws that protect con¬ 
fidentiality, and the importance 
of having physicians we can 
trust.” 

Lawyers for Orizondo had at¬ 
tempted to claim that disclosure 
is not illegal, hut the Circuit 
Court of Orange County in 
Orlando ruled against them. The 
next step is a trial, scheduled for

later this summer, proving there 
was in fact a wrongful disclosure. 
Several witnesses who work at 
Humana are prepared to testify 
of Orizondo’s breach of con¬ 
fidence. 

This is a particularly contro¬ 
versial case, involving a surgical 
technician, where the opponents

have the argument of the possi¬ 
bility of Kautz’ accidentally ex¬ 
changing bodily fluids while on 
the Job. Also working against 
them is the fact that this will be 
a jury trial in conservative 
Florida. 

“I’m hoping they will decide 
in my favor, of course,” stated 
Kautz, “not only for monetary 
value, but also for the principle 
of what happened to me two years 
ago in Florida—some kind of 
justice against the discrimina¬ 
tion that I succumbed to.” Kautz 
now resides in San Francisco. 

EXAMPLE SET 

Technically, a precedent would 
be set only in Florida, but within 
the context of AIDS, once there 
is a decision in one state, it is 
reviewed and could be replicated 
in other states. 

“Florida, like most states and 
unlike California, has no specific 
AIDS medical confidentiality 
law, so it is extremely important 
to prove that common law pro¬ 
tects people against breaches of 
medical confidentiality, that you 
do not have to have a specific 
statute,” said Schatz. 

The case also illustrates what 
could happen if California Sen. 
Ken Maddy’s controversial HIV 
test results disclosure bill passes 
the Assembly as it has unani¬ 


mously passed in the state 
Senate. 

The precedent could be estab¬ 
lished in Florida that doctors 
have a fiduciary obligation (tak¬ 
ing responsibility for one’s 
trustee, and, hence, having cer¬ 
tain ethical and legal obligations) 
not to disclose confidential medi¬ 
cal information. If a physician 
does reveal such information to a 
person’s employer without con¬ 
sent of the patient, the physician 
can be sued. 

This case is another example, 
according to Schatz, of teaching 
people to be conscious con¬ 
sumers of health care. “People 
need to take the power back into 
their own hands and not blindly 
look at their physicians as gods,” 
said Schatz. “They must be 
choosey and careful about their 
providers.” 

NGRA has also filed a com¬ 
plaint with the U.S. Department 
of Health and Human Services, 
Office of Civil Rights, contesting 
the firing of Kautz because he 
tested HIV-positive. HHS has 
been delaying since the com¬ 
plaint was first filed in 
September 1986. 

Schatz denounced HHS before 
the Presidential AIDS Commis¬ 
sion, who in turn denounced 
them for the delay, but NGRA 
has yet to see action. • 


MCI Charged In 
Firing Gay Man 

NEW YORK CITY—Lambda Legal Defense and Education 
Fund has filed a complaint with the New York Cith Human 
Rights Commission against MCI Communications and one 
of its branch managers. The complaint alleges that MCI 
violated the New York City ordinance prohibiting sexual 
orientation discrimination. 

David Gatten, an openly gay 
man, worked for MCI for three 
years. During that time he receiv¬ 
ed excellent performance reviews, 
three management promotions 
and salary increases. Suddenly, 
on Jan. 18 he was fired without 
any warning by MCI branch 
manager Lawrence Grayson. 

Grayson, who joined MCI two 
months prior, told Gatten that he 
was being discharged because his 
sexual orientation offended his 
co-workers. 

“The arrogance of MCl’s dis¬ 
crimination is outrageous,” said 
Paula L. Ettelbrick, the Lambda 
staff attorney representing Gat¬ 
ten. 

The New York City ordinance, 
passed in March, 1986, prohibits 
discrimination against lesbians 
and gay men in housing, employ¬ 
ment, and public accommoda¬ 


tions. Gatten’s case will test the 
legality of discharging an 
employee simply because other 
employees are offended by his 
sexual orientation. 

The complaint seeks reinstate¬ 
ment with back pay and dam¬ 
ages. Lambda is also considering 
a civil action against MCI for 
violation of its own discharge 
policies, which set forth verbal 
and written warning require¬ 
ments before any employee may 
be discharged. 

Lambda’s legal director Abby 
Rubenfeld commented, “Our 
community has worked so hard to 
enact ordinances to protect les¬ 
bians and gay men from discrim¬ 
ination.

“It’s taboo, and 
by nature of being taboo, it is of 
interest.” The movie will be sub¬ 
mitted to the San Francisco Film 
Festival. 

Menell said he decided on the 
title for the movie himself. 
“Penis” would be too formal, 
while “Prick” sounds offensive, 
he said. “Dick” is a term used 
almost affectionately, he said. 

Menell admitted that he was 
having difficulty finding models, 
particularly among heterosexual 
men. He did shoot some in his 
hometown, Bolinas, but has 
found that “the average male in 
1988 has serious reservations 
about nudity and showing his 
dick.” 

Gay men have “less up-tight¬ 
ness, and a more natural feeling 
about their dicks,” he said. 

At a photo session at the Stud 
bar last Sunday, men lined up for 
the opportunity to be photo¬ 
graphed. Ninety-eight men drop¬ 
ped their pants in exchange for 
free drinks and a photograph. 

There is a strong possibility 
that Dick will also be made into 
a book, Menell said. “It would be 
a natural coffee table book,” he 
said. 

Menell’s film credits include 
numerous serious documentaries 
for the B.B.C., including a 
Democracy, and Bob Marley. 

The crew also includes film 
editor B.J. Sears, whose credits 
include Amadeus and The 
Unbearable Lightness of Being. 

No one is getting paid for their 
work on Dick, but all will gain 
“instant notoriety,” Menell said. 
“Notoriety in the best sense,” he

Gardening Club Sprouts 
In San Francisco

As the rhyme goes, “Mary, Mary, quite contrary, how does 
your garden grow?” Ask the Hortiphiles, a group of lesbians 
and gays who don’t mind bees buzzing around their heads or 
dirt on their designer jeans. They’re not afraid to get out there 
and mix it up with Mother Nature—neither are they afraid to 
experiment with the mysteries of her creation. Their rewards 
are the smell of wet earth in the morning, and the fragrance 


of a flower in full bloom. 

Some people consider a gar¬ 
den too much work, and some 
people wouldn’t live in the city 
without one. Michael O’Connor 
seems to fit into the latter cate¬ 
gory. Sunday morning found him 
in that very garden, doing what¬ 
ever gardeners do to make this 
world a brighter, more colorful 
place. 

Michael was enthusiastic 
about the Hortiphiles,- and it 
wasn’t hard to figure out why: 
they go on field trips at the drop 
of a hat, probably have a great 
bunch of cooks involved in their 
potlucks, and generally seem to 
have a fine time socializing and 
making new friends. 

Their monthly newsletter 
could only be meant for the 
energetic among us. “Get 
Ready,” it begins, “Grab your 
wish lists! Hortiphiles is heading 
for Sonoma June 4 for an ex¬ 
citing day of nursery hopping.” 
A day like this, and most of us 
would be hopping into bed, but 
read on. 

“We’ll rendezvous for brunch 
in the fabulous garden at 
Western Hills Nursery. After 
brunch we’re off to Mannings 
Heather Farm, then it’s on to the 
Miniature Plant Kingdom, next 
we’re on the road to Empire 
Nursery and the Kyoto Koi and 
Garden Center, and time permit¬ 
ting, we’ll cap the day with a 
jaunt to the Great Petaluma 
Desert.” 


All these excursions and more 
were envisioned by four men who 
got together last November and 
decided to form a group to 
“sponsor socials, garden tours, 
visits to specialty nurseries, hikes 
to natural preserves, and other 
activities related to horticulture.” 
From Michael’s description, it 
has worked beautifully. 

“We have different interests,” 
he says, “but it’s all horticulture- 
related. It’s really great and it’s 
a nice social outlet. And the 
knowledge that we share is im¬ 
portant. Each person knows a lit¬ 
tle more specialized thing than 
the other, and we’re sharing that 
knowledge, besides going to pro¬ 
fessionally guided tours at 
nurseries and public and private 
gardens. It’s nice to share the en¬ 
thusiasm.” 

Michael’s enthusiasm is ob¬ 
vious in the beauty of the garden 
that he and his friend John have 
behind their home in Noe Valley. 
His garden is large for city stan¬ 
dards, about 33 feet by 90 feet. A 
horseshoe-shaped flagstone path¬ 
way winds through the masses of 
bright flowers and beautiful 
foliage contained within. He 
pointed out some of the more ob¬ 
vious varieties: Sweet William, 
Iceland Poppy, Hollyhocks, 
Geraniums, Lilies, Daffodils, 
Hyacinths, Tulips, Crocuses and 
Gladiolas.

Gay Groups Want 
Inclusion in March 


August Gathering to Honor Historic 
1963 Civil Rights March on Washington 


WASHINGTON, DC—In a joint letter to Coretta Scott King 
and Rev. Joseph Lowery, the National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force (NGLTF) and the National Coalition of Black Lesbians 
& Gays (NCBLG) called for the inclusion of lesbian and gay 
civil rights in an upcoming national march being planned by 
the civil rights community. The Martin Luther King Jr. Center 
for Nonviolent Social Change in Atlanta has issued a call for 
a national mobilization rally in Washington on Aug. 27 to com¬ 
memorate the 25th anniversary of the historic march led by 
Dr. King in 1963. 


The NCBLG and the NGLTF 
letter expressed the organiza¬ 
tion’s support for the demonstra¬ 
tion and urged “that the March 
be inclusive of a//minorities— 
including the ten percent of the 
nation’s population that is les¬ 
bian and gay. The call for the 
march must recognize the need 
for broadening civil rights pro¬ 
tections to ban discrimination 
based on sexual orientation.” 

NCBLG Executive Director 
Renee McCoy said, “Black les¬ 
bians’ and gay men’s experience 
of racism is complicated by the 
discrimination we face as gay 
people. It is crucial to the credi¬ 
bility of any civil rights move¬ 
ment to incorporate gay and 
lesbian issues into its agenda. To 
do otherwise is to give approval 
to violence and discrimination. 


lb do otherwise is to disempower 
future generations of black gays 
and lesbians.” 

At the 20th anniversary march 
in 1983, it required significant 
agitation to gain specific recogni¬ 
tion of gay and lesbian rights by 
march leaders. “In 1988 nothing 
short of equal status for gay and 
lesbian issues as an integral part 
of the mainstream civil rights 
agenda is acceptable,” said 
NGLTF Executive Director Jeff 
Lt'vi. 

Levi and McCoy called on the 
gay and lesbian community to 
join in this call for inclusion of 
gay/lesbian rights. Letters should 
be addressed to Mrs. Coretta S.

35 rose bushes of varying colors, 
the size of their flowers a testa¬ 
ment to loving care. 

As every city dweller in this 
area knows, a drought is upon us, 
and who can worry about wash¬ 
ing the car when the garden you 
created is in jeopardy. Michael 
and John, however, seem to have 
no fears. They just work harder. 

“We may lose some things,” 
Michael says, “but we’ve already 
installed a 70 percent water- 
reducing showerhead and I’ve 
replaced most of the washers, 
especially outside. We’ve also got 
a pump, to pump out the bath 
water and use it in the garden, 
rather than letting it go down the 
drain. 

“I’m not watering with a 
sprinkler this year, it’s all hand¬ 
watering, and I’ve gone to the ex¬ 


pense of getting some soaker- 
hoses which just lie on the 
ground. They save a lot of water, 
because none of it evaporates, it 
goes straight into the ground and 
doesn’t go on the leaves. Dish 
rinse water and washing machine 
rinse water comes down here 
too.” 

He jumps up, pops into the 
kitchen and brings down a 
bucket full of that very same 
rinse water with a big grin on his 
face. To the true gardener, no 
sacrifice is too great. 

The Hortiphiles are soliciting 
new members, women and men. 
Michael says about the group, 
“It’s wonderful, and it’s a nice 
mixture of gays and lesbians—I 
would think maybe two-thirds 
men to women. But we’d like to 
make it more even. The women 


really like the outdoors, the hik¬ 
ing and going into the wilder¬ 
ness.” 

Anyone can join, whether or 
not there is a garden in their life. 
This is not an elitist group, and 
those with a few pots in the win¬ 
dow are as welcome as those who 
have a formal garden. 

Michael speaks of his garden, 
saying, “It’s my little creation of 
order in this disordered world. I 
nurture it so much, but it nur¬ 
tures me back. There’s always 
something growing and coming 
up—it’s just a real nice thing to 
put your energy into.” •

Greenaway. "He has been neutral 
to this point.’ 

Greenaway said Cranston will 
study all the testimony on Walker 
before he decides. “He’s taking 
this very seriously,” said Green¬ 
away. “It’s like a judicial process 
in itself, you want to be careful. 
He wants to review the criticisms 
made of Walker on the record.” 

Greenaway said that Cranston 
is aware of the opposition and has 
met with Walker’s critics. 

Anthony praised Cranston for 
his handling of previous Reagan 
judicial appointments. “He 
doesn’t give a knee-jerk re¬ 
sponse,” said Anthony. “He’s 
thoughtful and has reviewed each 
nomination” 

Asked if he thought the Demo¬ 
crats might delay and eventually 
kill all remaining Reagan nomi¬ 
nations because the President 
has less than six months left in 
office, Anthony responded, “We 
should be so lucky.” 

According to Greenaway, no 
party decision has been made to 
hold up nominations because the 
President is nearing the end of 
his term. 

“There are many Democrats 
who want to do so, however,” said 
Greenaway. “There is a tradition 
that there is a cutoff point on 
nominations with a lame-duck 
President.” 

Anthony pointed out the 1980 
example of Sen. Strom Thur¬ 
mond, who then headed the Judi¬ 
ciary Committee, cutting off all 
action on nominations when 
Pres. Jimmy Carter’s term was 
ending. “There is precedent for 
doing that,” he said.

He cited what he called Walk¬ 
er’s “impressive record of 
achievement” as a lawyer and his 
involvement with professional 
associations. 

Wilson also cited the 61-to-39- 
percent approval by San Fran¬ 
cisco voters June 7 of Prop. M, 
removing any conditions on invit¬ 
ing the International Olympics, 
as evidence that the Gay Games 
case is not supported by most 
San Franciscans. Walker was the 
attorney for the U.S. Olympics 
Committee in preventing the Gay 
Games from being called “Gay 
Olympics.” 

“You may be told,” Wilson 
told the committee, “that the 
entire San Francisco community 
is outraged by Mr. Walker’s 
nomination in light of his repre¬ 
sentation of the U.S. Olympics 
Committee. Even if that were 
true, I doubt that the committee 
would feel that judicial disquali¬ 
fication should be determined by 
the popularity or disapproval of 
a client.” 

Wilson dismissed the Gay 
Games controversy, saying, “a 
vast majority [of San Francis¬ 
cans] wants to put the episode 
aside.” 

He defended Walker’s vigor¬ 
ous representation of the USOC 
as “his duty to his client.” He 
said the placing of a lien on the 
home of Dr. Tom Waddell and its 
eventual removal were not a deci¬ 
sion for Walker to make. Walker, 
he said, was only acting “on his 
client’s instructions.” 

NARROW INTERESTS 

In his testimony before the 
committee, T.J. Anthony said that 
the objection to Walker was not 
just because he represented the 


USOC. “The objection is not to 
any specific client Walker may 
have represented, but to the nar¬ 
row interests that form his entire 
legal experiences and percep¬ 
tions,” said Anthony. 

“If Walker’s sole source of in¬ 
come and contact is with power¬ 
ful groups, there is little 
assurance that he can fairly 
decide cases where the interests 
of the powerful collide with those 
of the powerless,” said Anthony. 

He said that when he heard 
Walker’s own testimony, “I felt 
absolutely right in what we’re do¬ 
ing. I did not feel any confidence 
in this man to dispense justice 
fairly,” said Anthony. 

Opposition to Walker’s nom¬ 
ination has centered on three 
points, according to Anthony. 
“We are opposed for three 
critican reasons. First Walker 
fails to meet the minimal ethical 
standards of a judge. Second, 
Walker has limited legal and life 
experiences. Third, Walker’s ap¬ 
pointment would perpetuate and 
exacerbate the harmful racial 
and gender imbalance now pre¬ 
sent on the court,” Anthony told 
the senators. 

As evidence of Walker’s “lack 
of ethical standards,” Anthony 
cited his treatment of Dr. Tom 
Waddell in the Olympics case, his 
membership in the male-only 
Olympic Club, and his lack of 
providing pro bono legal work as 
is expected of all attorneys. 

Abby Ginzberg also testified 
that Walker is not being oppos¬ 
ed because of the actions of his 
clients. “In fact. Walker is not be¬ 
ing challenged for representing 
the USOC,” Ginzberg told the 
committee. “He is being chal¬ 
lenged for his 14-year member¬ 
ship in the Olympic Club and for 
his lack of pro bono work. We 
believe these facts raise serious 
questions about his sensitivity to 
and his ability to judge claims of 
racial and sexual discrimination 
which will routinely be presented 
to him as a federal judge.” 

The American Bar Associa¬ 
tion’s Code of Professional Re¬ 
sponsibility calls for every lawyer 
to devote some of his or her ser¬ 
vices to the disadvantaged, said 
Ginzberg. Walker has done so 
only once in his 14-year career, 
she said. 

According to Mary Dunlap, 
Walker’s own testimony under¬ 
scored criticisms against him. 
“He was grossly inconsistent 
about several key points, such as 
when, how and why the lien on 
Tom Waddell’s home was releas-

ed and about why he and his 
clients felt it necessary to leave 
the lien in place until after Tom 
died.” 

Walker maintained that the 
decision on the lien was not his 
but the USOC’s and that he was 
not involved in removing it. 

Dunlap said she plans to study 
the transcript of Walker’s testi¬ 
mony very closely. It “will be out 
there for all to see,” she said. 

LITTLE EXPERIENCE 

T.J. Anthony pointed out to the 
Senate committee that Walker 
has had little courtroom experi¬ 
ence for a federal judge nominee. 

“Most lawyers and judges 
agree, the best trial judges are 
those with extensive litigation 
practice in the courtroom,” said 
Anthony. “Yet, Walker argued 
cases before juries only twice in 
his legal career. He litigated 
cases before judges on just six 
other occasions.” 

Furthermore, according to An¬ 
thony, Walker’s experience is 
nonexistent in civil rights and 
criminal cases which make up a 
significant portion of the cases 
handled by the federal district 
courts. He said that the Northern 
California federal bench present¬ 
ly has the reputation for being 
slow in processing cases “be-

cause of the heavy concentration 
of judges with backgrounds in 
corporate law.” 

Opponents to Walker’s nomi¬ 
nation also point to the poor rec¬ 
ord of the Reagan Administration 
in appointing judges. Of 343 
judicial appointments over the 
last eight years, only 14.3 percent 
have been women or minority 
members. During the Carter Ad¬ 
ministration, 33.7 percent were 
women or minorities. Of four 
previous appointments to the 
Northern California District by 
Reagan, all were straight, white 
men. 

Said attorney Abby Ginzberg, 
“We have experienced firsthand 
the effects of the Reagan Admin¬ 
istration’s plan to fashion a 
federal bench which is hostile to 
the civil and constitutional rights 
of minorities, women, gays and 
lesbians and other underrepre¬ 
sented groups.” 

Gays and lesbians are not the 
only opponents to Walker’s nom¬ 
ination. The La Raza Lawyers As¬ 
sociation of San Francisco has 
objected to Walker as has the 
Black Leadership Forum, Black 
Women Lawyers, National Law¬ 
yers Guild, Legal Advocates for 
Women, and the United Farm 
Workers along with other labor 
organizations. • 


But according to Ginzberg, 
there is also “historical prece¬ 
dent for some nominees getting 
on at the last minute.” 

Anthony thought that Walker’s 
nomination was now “in serious 
trouble,” but he feared that Walk¬ 
er could end up being approved 
anyway. “The only way it might 
get through is if a deal is made 
down the road,” he said, whereby 
other Reagan nominess are re¬ 
jected in a compromise that 
could accept Walker. “Our posi¬ 
tion is,” he said, “we can’t accept 
either.” 


PUT OLYMPICS ASIDE 


In his testimony before the 
Judiciary Committee, Wilson 
praised Walker as “particularly 
well qualified to serve on the fed¬ 
eral bench.” Wilson is the chief 
proponent of Walker’s appoint¬ 
ment. 


Wilson told the committee, A 
review of Vaughn Walker’s res¬ 
ume, as well as information 
provided by those who have a 
clear-eyed view of his work as a 
litigator, know that he has all of 
the necessary legal experience 
and sense of humanity to serve as 
a federal judge.”

Peninsula AIDS Services 
Launch Fundraising Drive 

Hope to Raise $100K for Additional Programs 

by Marv. Shaw 


Generous and surprising contributions from a variety of groups are helping ELLIPSE Penin¬ 
sula AIDS Services toward its goal of $100,000 for its programs and services for 1988. Under 
the ELLIPSE umbrella are the Care Center on Woodside Road in Redwood City, a case manage¬ 
ment service for people at home, support groups such as Buddies and Beacon of Hope, a food 
bank, and housing assistance. 


The goal amount is for pro¬ 
gram support beyond what pub¬ 
lic and private grants finance, 
said Brian Dobrow, ELLIPSE 
director. 

Even so, Dobrow is worried 
that the effort might fall short. To 
date, $31,000 has been collected. 
But there should be $50,000 at 
this midpoint of the year. In spite 
of help from 755 contributing in¬ 
dividual and group members, 
ELLIPSE could face a crippling 
deficit. 

A unique plan set up by Wells 
Fargo Bank has considerable 
fund raising potential, Dobrow 
pointed out. For an eight-week 
period this summer, the bank will 
contribute $10 to ELLIPSE for 
every new account opened—if 
the depositor so designates. The 
plan is in effect now. 

One decidedly grass roots cam¬ 
paign was carried out by students 
at Aragon High School in San 
Mateo, under the guidance of 
faculty advisor Sue Black. 
Through candy sales, the stu¬ 
dents raised $300. 

Another Peninsula effort 
generated by the Million Dollar 
Club of the Board of Realtors of 
Redwood City in San Carlos and 



Belmont netted $500, most from 
member contributions. 

From afar, the Broadway Cares 
AIDS Support Group of New 
York City sent $2,000. This 
devoted coalition, composed of 
Actors’ Equity, the American 
Federation of Musicians, the New 
York Drama Critics Circle and 
similar organizations, sent out a 
nationwide announcement soli¬ 


citing applications. Though 
Dobrow was skeptical of getting 
a grant, his application was ac¬ 
cepted and the money sent. 

Each month, between $1,000 
and $1,200 comes in from United 
Way. Though ELLIPSE is not 
one of the regular groups sup¬ 
ported by United Way, donors to 
the campaign can designate that 
their contributions be sent 
specifically to ELLIPSE. 

“Eighty-four percent of all 
received money goes directly into 
services to PWA’.^,” Dobrow em¬ 
phasized. Some of the finances 
come from public agencies. For 
example, the state Office of AIDS 
has recently renewed its grant for 
case management, allowing the 
case load to be increased by ten 
persons. 

ELLIPSE is going to sponsor 
a fundraising event later in the 
summer, probably in August, 
Dobrow stated. It will probably 
be a barbecue. 

Failure to meet the $100,000 
goal would probably necessitate 
cuts in individual financing 
assistance, he warned. That could 
mean great difficulty to some 
people with AIDS in securing 
medication and meeting housing 
needs. • 


Activist Lucero Elected As 
Demo Convention Delegate 


In the June 7 primary election. 
East Bay gay activist Albert 
Lucero was elected as an alter¬ 
nate delegate to the Democratic 
National Convention in July, 
pledged to support Jesse Jackson 
for president. 

Lucero, who ran for a delegate 
position from the 8th Congres¬ 
sional District (Oakland/Berke¬ 
ley), benefited from Jackson’s 
strong showing in the East Bay. 
Jackson received approximately 
60 percent of the vote in the 
diverse district, garnering six 
delegates and two alternates. 

In May, at a district nominat¬ 
ing caucus, Lucero had placed 
seventh out of 96 contenders for 
nomination as a delegate. 

Lucero credited his election to 
coalition-building. “Lesbians 
and gay men were involved in all 
aspects of the Jackson campaign 
in the East Bay,’’ he said. “My 
selection as an alternate is mere¬ 
ly a reflection of that.” Express¬ 
ing no regret at just missing full 
delegate status, Lucero noted 
that he would be afforded full 
floor and meeting privileges at 
the convention. 

While in Atlanta, Lucero plans 
also to represent the East Bay 
Lesbian/Gay Democratic Club at

the Biennial Convention of the 
National Association of Gay and 
Lesbian Democratic Clubs, to be 
held the weekend prior to the 
Democratic Convention. In addi¬ 
tion, he will attend the National 
Association’s caucus for lesbian 
and gay delegates, alternates, 
and committee members attend¬ 
ing the convention. •

AIDS Services Maintained in Alameda 


The story on the Pacific Center 
(B.A.R., June 9), may have given 
the impression that AIDS ser¬ 
vices in Alameda County have 
been cut off. 

All AIDS-related services pro¬ 
vided in the past year by the 
AIDS Project of the East Bay are 
still fully in place. These services 
include: client advocacy; volun¬ 
teer emotional support for PWAs, 
PWARCs, and their friends, 
families and lovers; funds for 
transportation and food dis¬ 
bursements; professional coun¬ 
selling for PWAs; and AIDS- 
related education and training 
throughout Alameda County. 

Last month, due to severe 
financial difficulties. Pacific 
Center relinquished the county- 
funded contracts which support 


the client advocacy, emotional 
support, and education/preven¬ 
tion programs mentioned above. 
However, these services did not 
shut down. Instead, Alameda 
County assumed direct responsi¬ 
bility for managing them. As a 
result, these services are still 
available at 400 40th Street in 
Oakland. 

In most cases, the same dedi¬ 
cated and caring staff people are 
providing the services. 

Pacific Center does continue 
to run the food bank and profes¬ 
sional counselling services for 
PWA’s. These programs are also 
still operating at the 400 40th St. 
site. 

Although not at this point a 
separate legal entity, the AIDS 


Project of the East Bay continues 
on a day-to-day, functional basis, 
which is what matters most to the 
people using its services. Cur¬ 
rently, community groups are at¬ 
tempting to organize some new, 
permanent vehicle for AIDS pro¬ 
grams in the East Bay. In the 
meantime, the doors remain 
open and the level of compassion 
and service remains high. •

basis of sexual orientation. 

At the time, the Los Gatos 
Christian Community Church 
wielded a substantial amount of 
political power in the area. Rick¬ 
ard was a West Coast leader of a 
network of fundamentalist polit¬ 
ical activists connected with Rev. 
Jerry Falwell. 

“We sort of got beat up real 
bad,” remembers Arthur Morris. 
“I don’t believe the lesbian and 
gay community was well organ¬ 
ized in 1980. It was particularly 
bad because so many people 
work for defense industry con¬ 
tractors and needed security 
clearances. There is now eight 
years of time that has passed, and 
our community has built itself 
up.” 

In the past eight years, the 


Santa Clara County lesbian and 
gay community has grown and 
matured. At the same time, the 
power of Rickard and his allies 
has diminished. 

Morris said, “It is true that the 
elected officials of Santa Clara 
County have pretty much recog¬ 
nized that the fundamentalist 
movement is not as strong as it 
might have appeared. I think as 
a community there is general 
relief.” 

Richard Kendall, chair of the 
San Jose Gay Pride Committee, 
said, “With the emergence of 
BAYMEC, the fundies have back¬ 
ed off quite a bit. BAYMEC has 
made inroads with a lot of the 
politicians in the South Bay and 
allies on the city council and the 
board of supervisors. With that, 
their influence has diminished.” 
The Bay Area Municipal Elec¬ 
tions Committee has over 1,200 
members and is a political action 
committee similar to the Alliance 
in San Francisco. 


Eclipsing the San Jose Gay 
Pride Day activities this year was 
the announcement on the follow¬ 
ing day that Rev. Rickard was an 
adulterer. He told his Sunday 
morning congregation on June 
19 that he had had an affair with 
a woman other than his wife. He 
said it had happened eight years 
ago. Ironically, that was just 
about the time he was giving self- 
righteous pronouncements in his 
battle against the gay rights ordi¬ 
nances. 

Kendall said, “They are always 
pointing the finger at us, but they 
are subject to temptation, just 
like everyone else.” 

Morris said, “One reaction I 
heard is it is generally heartening 
to know that these things come 
around. It’s a matter of time. 
There was this constant, irration¬ 
al homophobic niggling. It does 
seem this might be diminished a 
bit. Sort of like when a neighbor 
who always plays loud music 
moves out.” •

prison, jail, or institution where 
people are held in custody must 
tell the head of the facility if he/ 
she knows an incarcerated person 
is HIV positive or has AIDS or 
ARC. The head of the facility 
must then tell all employees and 
volunteers who may come in con¬ 
tact with bodily fluids of the 
individual in custody. 

Block’s initiative has already 
passed through the stages neces¬ 
sary to gain ballot status and has 
backing from several prominent 
politicians, including Sen. Pete 
Wilson, according to Rand Mar¬ 
tin. “People are supporting it 
because it’s coming from a re¬ 
spected party—Sheriff Block— 
and because it’s narrow in 
focus,” said Martin. 

The CMA, the San Francisco 
and East Bay AIDS Initiative 
Committees, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, Mobilization 
Against AIDS, LIFE, and many 
other groups which opposed 
Prop. 69 are likely to take stands 
against Block’s proposition. 
However, few groups will offer 
more than symbolic opposition 
to the initiative. 

“I don’t think Block’s initia¬ 
tive is beatable,” said Pabich. 

Paul Boneberg of Mobilization 
Against AIDS said he felt, be¬ 
cause Dannemeyer’s initiative is 
the more sweeping of the two, 
energy should be focused on 
Dannemeyer’s rather than 
Block’s initiative. 


Ken McPherson, Mobilization 
executive director, summed up 
much of the feeling among acti¬ 
vists in the state when he said, 
“There’s too much chance of 
losing Dannemeyer and Doolittle 
to play around with Block.” (State 
Sen. John Doolittle has several 
bills in the Assembly which are 
similar to Dannemeyer’s propo¬ 
sition.) 

Martin said that one reason his 
group is opposing the Block ini¬ 
tiative is “It is not appropriate 
for legislation to be medically 
inaccurate, [and this initiative] 
perpetuates myths about the 
transmission of AIDS.” 

Tom Brougham of the East 
Bay AIDS Initiative Committee 
said he was “concerned about 
how this would impact on the 
quality of life in a prison. Why 
should people be losing their 
rights because of an erroneous 
concept of how transmission 
occurs?” 

Ken Todd, a spokesperson for 
the CMA, said that while his or¬ 
ganization doesn’t have a written 
statement on the Block initiative, 
the CMA is likely to oppose it be¬ 
cause it requires mandatory test¬ 
ing for HIV infection. Todd also 
said that the alleged problems 
law officers and others have had 
coming into contact with HIV¬ 
positive people have been exag¬ 
gerated. He cited the example of 
the deputy in Santa Rosa who 
claimed to have become infected 
through a needle stick injury on 
the job seven years ago. 

“Apparently it didn’t happen. 
Generally, those things occur 


because people put themselves at 
a typical risk,” he said. 

The Block initiative is for the 
most part duplicated by two bills 
currently under discussion in the 
Assembly, SB2643 and SB913, 
authored by Sens. Gary Hart and 
Robert Presley, respectively. Both 
have already passed the Senate 
and are expected to be dealt with 
in the Assembly’s Committee on 
Public Safety soon. 

Both of these, however, are ex¬ 
pected to limit their scope to con¬ 
tact with “blood, semen, or any 
other bodily fluid identified by 
the State Department of Health 
Services. ..[as being] capable of 
transmitting the HIV virus,” 
according to Kathryn Duke, con¬ 
sultant to the Senate Select Com¬ 
mittee on AIDS chaired by Hart.

Michael Callen 

Taking His AiE^ Diagnosis to the Top 40

ichael Callen has had 

Wl AIDS for six years. He’d 
XT really rather talk about 
his new record album, but it’s 
difficult to keep journalists from 
asking, “So how come you’re still 
alive?” 

Our schedules didn’t allow us 
to talk until midnight one night 
very close to deadline. “So how 
come you’re still alive?” I asked. 

“Luck, Classic Coke, and this 
love of a good man,” he said. 
“Now can we talk about my 
music?” 

He wasn’t kidding about the 
Coke, even though he admits that 
“a strip of bacon left overnight in 
a glass of Coke will fry by morn¬ 
ing.” This long-term AIDS survi¬ 
vor drinks it anyway. 

Six years after his diagnosis, 
Callen has capped what he calls 
“the most creative and produc¬ 
tive period” of his life with the 
release of his first solo album. 
Purple Heart. 

“In a strange way,” Callen has 
written, “AIDS was the best 
thing that ever happened to me. 
It’s been a cosmic kick in the ass 
—like going through ten years of 
therapy overnight. Suddenly I 
was forced to deal with questions 
about. . .what I wanted to do 
with the rest of my life.” 

Callen’s album has a “top” 
side and a “bottom” side. The 
top is fast, be-bop, rock-like 
music. The bottom is devoted to 
ballads in varying musical styles. 

“I view the album as a celebra¬ 
tion of being gay even in the age 
of AIDS,” Callen said. “It’s very 
consciously about our diversity. 
Our diversity is our strength and 
not our weakness. There’s a jazz 
cut, and there’s a madrigal that’s 
a cappella. There’s rock’n’roll, 
there’s a sequenced cut, there’s 
live-to-two-track, there are bal¬ 
lads. 

“The general rule in the rec¬ 
ord industry is that they need to 
know which bin to put you in. Are 
you rock, pop, jazz? Well, my life 
isn’t that way. I sing songs that I 
like. Some people won’t like some 
parts of the album, and that’s 
fine with me. Take what you need 
and leave the rest.” 

In fact, Callen says, half of the 
album recently got “ripped to 
shit” in the Advocate. “The 
reviewer liked the top side, but 
loathed the bottom side. He went 
on at great lengths—very bitch 
queen. He particularly loathed 
the Elton John song, so I’m glad 
you [this writer] liked it. A review¬ 
er is, of course, entitled to not like 
something, but I really didn’t see 
the need for him to be quite so 
bitchy about it,” Callen said. 

I pointed out that he might not 
be the best judge, since he owns 
the new Barry Manilow compact 
disc. “I have Barry Manilow 
records in my collection, too,” 
Callen added with no embarrass¬ 
ment whatsoever. 


Purple Hearts “is not going to 
be as widely distributed as a 
Barry Manilow record,” Callen 
says, “but the discerning gay per¬ 
son who knows of its existence 
ought to be able to find it. It’ll be 
in every lesbian and gay book¬ 
store that sells records.” 

C allen was a founding mem¬ 
ber of the People With 
AIDS Coalition/New York 
and a founding member of the 
National Association of People 
With AIDS. His AIDS activism 
has been a major influence on his 
music. The song “Living in War¬ 
time” was used in the Public 
Theatre’s long-running produc¬ 
tion of Larry Kramer’s The Nor¬ 
mal Heart. “Healing Power of 
Love” has become known as the 
People With AIDS anthem. And 
“Love Don’t Need a Reason” — 
co-written with Marsha Malamet 
and Peter Allen—became the 
theme song of the AIDS benefit 
walk-a-thons in New York, Los 
Angeles, and San Francisco. 

“I was feeling especially mor¬ 
tal” when he began work on Pur¬ 
ple Heart, Callen says. “I’d just 
gotten over a bout of pneumonia, 
and I was scared. I was thinking: 
If I died tomorrow. I’d leave be¬ 
hind a pile of AIDS articles, but 
no record of my music, which is 
for me—because it reaches peo¬ 
ple emotionally—just as impor¬ 
tant as my political work.” 

Callen’s longterm survivor 
status is not as rare as one might 
think. Fifteen percent of New 
York PWAs, he says, have been 
living with AIDS for more than 
three years. Apart from luck. 
Coke, and a good man, Callen 
will admit to a few secrets. 


He says, for example, that you 
could not pay him to take AZT. “I 
am on AL721,” he said. “I’m a 
founding member of the first 
PWA buyer’s club in the U.S., and 
we distribute a ton of lipids 
[AL721] a month. We also distrib¬ 
ute dextran sulfate and the Ger¬ 
man enzymes Woby Mugos 21 
and 22. I’m on those two. I’m also 
on high-dose acyclovir, because 
they think I have lymphoma. I’m 
on aerosol pentamidine. I’m a 
huge believer in prophylaxis and 
have spent a great deal of time 
and energy trying to spread that 
gospel.” 


C allen is working on a book 
about 25 other longterm 
survivors of AIDS. “I 
found some patterns,” he says, 
“but for every pattern, there was 
somebody that was an exception. 
Everybody was very frisky. They 
were all actively involved in a 
health partnership, making deci¬ 
sions in consultation with their 
doctors. The majority of them 
had ordered a health care profes¬ 
sional out of their hospital room 
at some point for failing to 
explain a procedure or failing to 
take their concerns or symptoms 
seriously. 

“All 25 of them,” Callen says, 
“were politically involved in the 
struggle against AIDS. Only one 
of them was taking AZT.” 

Choosing the right doctor, Cal¬ 
len thinks, is crucial. He credits 
his GP—Joseph Sonnabend— 
with saving his life. “Doctors are 
like stereo equipment,” he said. 
“They’ll all play your records, 
but it’s what your ears like. You 


have to just search until you find 
somebody who shares your world 
view. It’s chemical. 

“(Sonnabend and I] have had 
a very tortured relationship,” he 
added. “We’re both founding 
members of the Community Re¬ 
search Initiative [a project that 
puts promising AIDS drugs 
directly into the hands of AIDS 
doctors and their patients for 
scientific testing—a major 
end-run around the medical 
establishment]. We co-wrote the 
booklet, ‘How to Have Sex in an 
Epidemic,’ in 1983. We have a 
doctor-patient relationship. 

“It’s very complicated. He is 
the most brilliant person I’ve 
ever met. He is completely eccen¬ 
tric. He thrives on chaos. But the 
bottom line is that he and I both 
believe our lives are worth the 
best science, conducted by the 
highest standards of classic 
scientific inquiry. And we do not 
believe that’s what we’re getting 
in AIDS.” 

Despite his love of Sonnabend, 
Callen is not prone to letting any 
doctor—including Sonnabend 
—call all the shots. He regularly 
refuses to take medical tests and 
ignores the results of the ones 
that are run. 

“I stopped asking for the re¬ 
sults of my T-cell tests a long time 
ago,” he said. “My T-cells have 
always been inversely related to 
how I feel. If I bop in, feeling full 
of piss and vinegar, the T-cells 
will be like 27. In the middle of 
the flu, when I’m dragging my 
ass around, I go in for one of the 
blood tests, and my T-cells are 


100.1 learned a long time ago to 
ignore them.” 

Callen’s lack of blind faith in 
medicine extends to other “cure- 
alls” that some PWAs have em¬ 
braced. He has no interest in the 
“new age” craze sweeping the 
PWA community. 

“You would be hard-pressed,” 
he says, “to find someone less 
‘new-agey’ than me. I have seen 
people whose lives have been 
affected tremendously by Louise 
Hay and Sally Fisher and all that, 
but new age stuff is not for me. 


I n the end, Callen thinks he 
is perhaps simply imbued 
with an unstoppable will to 

live. 

“The preciousness and exhil¬ 
aration of living overwhelm,” he 
says. “Those hysterical joie de 
vivre of Julia Child cooking 
videos, my cookie cutter collec¬ 
tion, the imminent release of 
Streisand’s next album, and the 
secure sensation of my lover com¬ 
ing to bed sometimes make me 
want to weep with joy. I should 
miss them so, if I died.” 

For the future, Callen plans to 
continue making albums. 

“But I can’t say that too loud¬ 
ly,” he says, “or my boyfriend will 
come and push me out the win¬ 
dow. I mean, we’re up to our tits 
in the business of this album. 
Significant Other Records is him 
and me. I’m sitting here, staring 
at a pile of correspondence that 
has to be answered. He and I 
package all the albums. We have 
a very unique and wonderful 
partnership.” •

'Cats' Cast to Benefit Two AIDS Organizations

O ne of the tragedies of the 
AIDS epidemic is the 
creativity it has struck 
down. Whether it is Rock Hud¬ 
son or Liberace or Michael Ben¬ 
nett, the disease has taken away 
many people who bring so much 
entertainment to stage, screen, 
cabaret, etc. 

But according to Donna Lee 
Marshall, star of Cats, the theat¬ 
rical community isn’t going to 
give up. She says that many ac¬ 
tors, actresses, dancers, directors, 
producers, etc. are going to do 
their parts to fight the disease. 
The woman who plays Grizabella 
says a purrfect example of the 
theatrical community’s spunk is 
the benefit performance by the 
cast of Cats coming up on Mon¬ 
day, July 11. 

The show is called “Cats Who 
Care.” It’s a cabaret-type show 
filled with singing and dancing, 
and it will be held at Bimbo’s, 
1025 Columbus Ave. Proceeds 
from the benefit will be sent to 
San Francisco’s AIDS Emergen¬ 
cy Fund and the East Bay 
Assistance Fund. 


“Lots of our kitty cats will be 
stepping out for this show,” said 
a smiling Marshall. “We’ll be 
performing from such shows as 
Cats, Phantom of the Opera, 
Sweet Charity, A Chorus Line, 
Evita, and Joseph and His Amaz¬ 
ing Technicolor Dreamcoat. 
We’ll be singing and dancing and 
having a great time.” 

But Marshall is quick to point 
out the sobering reason for the 
benefit overshadows the singing 
and the dancing. She was think¬ 
ing particularly of T. Michael 
Reed, the Cats choreographer 
who died of AIDS last fall. The 
performance of “Cats Who 
Care” is being dedicated to 
Reed. 

“What has happened is that 
there has been a great concern 
in the theatrical community be¬ 
cause we have been losing so 
many of our artists to AIDS,” 
said Marshall. “We wanted to do 
something to honor the memory 
of Michael, but we also feel very 
strongly about doing things for 
the community we perform in.”

This performance marks the 
ninth benefit that the Cats cast 
has put on in the fight against 
AIDS.

New Book Is 
'A Response To 
Homosexuality'

New Ways Ministry, a ten-year-old 
national Catholic organization 
located in metropolitan Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., and which promotes 
theological education and pas¬ 
toral resources on homosexuality, 
recently announced the publica¬ 
tion and availability of a new 
book in response to a 1986 Vati¬ 
can letter on homosexuality. 

The Vatican and Homosexual¬ 
ity, published in New York by the 
Crossroad Publishing Company, 
is a collection of 26 original 
essays by leading Catholic theol¬ 
ogians, educators, journalists, 
activists, and church officials. 

The new book also discusses 
pastoral and personal reactions 
to the letter and includes contri¬ 
butions to the debates and devel¬ 
opments that could affect future 
Catholic teaching on homosex¬ 
uality. 

One of the book’s co-editors is 
Sr. Jeannine Gramick, SSND, 
who has been engaged in minis¬ 
try with lesbians and gay people 
since the early ’70s. She also 
edited Homosexuality and the 
Catholic Church in 1983. 

Another co-editor is Patrick 
Furey, a pseudonym for a “Cath¬ 
olic educator.” Advance publicity 
originally listed Fr. Robert Nu¬ 
gent as co-editor with Gramick. 
Nugent, a Salvatorian priest and 
long-time colleague with Gram¬ 
ick in ministry, is also co-founder 
of New Ways Ministry and served 
as co-director until 1984. 

Among the contributors are 
writers from the U.S., England, 
Holland, and Canada. Included 
are Rosemary Haughton; John 
Coleman, SJ; Carolyn Osiek; 
Robert Francoeur; Joan Timmer¬ 
man; Peter Hibblethwaite; Mar¬ 
garet Ellen Traxler, SSND;

P eople who watched Ethel 
Merman perform always 
commented on her LOUD 
voice. Even Ethel commented on 
her LOUD voice. 


But there was more to Ethel 
Merman than her voice. She was 
a star, a true star because of her 
attitude. One look into those eyes 
and you would see a sparkle, an 
enthusiasm unmatched in the en¬ 
tertainment business. The voice 
was more than just LOUD, it had 
gusto. 

Ethel was one performer who 
had the whole world on a plate. 
For more than four decades, she 
had audiences all over the world 
eating out of her hands. 

Merman may be off dominat¬ 
ing heavenly choirs these days, 
but her spirit is certainly with us 
LOUD and clear in the person of 
Rita McKenzie, star of “Call Me 
Ethel,” which is playing through 
Sunday, July 10, at the City Cab¬ 
aret. McKenzie captures the 
voice, the mannerisms, and most 
importantly, the spirit of Mer¬ 
man. 


Merman was an enigma in the 
entertainment world. With the 
exception of her early years, she 
didn’t fit the stereotype of Show 
Business’s beautiful female per¬ 
former. She needed more than a 
size 6. Her voice cracked, 
especially in her latter years on 
stage. But just the same, if 
Marilyn Monroe was “having a 


heat wave” in Gentlemen Prefer 
Blondes, it was always Ethel who 
was crackling on Broadway. With 
names like George Gershwin, 
Cole Porter, Irving Berlin, and 


Jules Stein in back of her, she 
always had the material. She 
made the most of it. 

She was the true professional

'Divine Emma' Sings of Unbroken Spirit

The San Francisco Opera Cen¬ 
ter is now halfway through its 
first Operaphile Filmfest, which 
began on July 1. Feature films are 
being shown nightly through July 
10 at Herbst Theatre. Opera- 
related, this eclectic retrospective 
includes several curiosities which 
should appeal to both opera and 
film buffs alike. Among more ac¬ 
cessible titles, such as Bergman’s 
The Magic Flute, we find screen¬ 
ings of The Mozart Brothers, Two 
Stage Sisters, The Siberian Lady 
Macbeth, and The Divine Emma. 


We all know the Divine Miss 
“M” (Bette Midler), the Divine 
Sarah(s) (Bernhardt or Vaughn), 
and, of course, la Divina (Maria 
Callas). But The Divine Emma? 

She was perhaps known as 
Emma (her real name) in Europe; 
but America knew her as Emmy. 
Emmy Destinn was of the illustri¬ 
ous alumni from the golden age 
of opera and the living embodi¬ 
ment of the prima donna (transla¬ 
tion: first lady). She was the first 
Salome in Berlin, the first Senta 
in the first Flying Dutchman 
performed at Bayreuth, the first 
Madama Butterfly at Covent Gar¬ 
den, and the first Minnie in the 
New York world premiere of Puc¬ 
cini’s Girl of the Golden West in 
1910. 

Opening vignettes establish 
her place among such greats as 
Caruso and Toscannini. We are 
then transported to the Czech 
border at the time of growing 
animosity between Austria and 
Germany prior to the outset of 
World War I (1914-18). 


A loyal patriot and world-fa¬ 
mous opera star, she is returning 
to her homeland for a brief holi¬ 
day. Somehow Austrian guards 
find a coded message she is de¬ 
livering to the Czech resistance. 
Imprisonment, public debase¬ 
ment, and the firing squad are 
averted through the intervention 
of Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany. 
The Austrians’ alternative is to 
place her under house arrest, her 
villa surrounded by armed 
guards. 

Emmy’s unbroken spirit be¬ 
comes a challenge to the author¬ 
ities as she is first banished from 
the stage of the National Theatre 
in Prague. She has come home to 
sort out her love life and, instead, 
is besieged by tax collectors, who 
proceed to assess and auction off 
all of her vast collection of elab¬ 
orate personal effects to com¬ 
pensate for alleged back taxes. 
Ironically, these minor bureau¬ 
crats would prefer to worship her 
as a celebrity and national 
treasure. 

There are two Emmas in the 
film: Actress Bozidara Turzonovo- 
va is the strikingly handsome and 
proud persona painfully endur¬ 
ing the humiliation heaped on 
her. Soprano Gabriela Benackova 
(seen in San Francisco in 1986 as 
Jenufa) is the diva’s powerful and 
heroic singing voice. It conveys a 
haunting pathos and vulnera¬ 
bility inherent in many Slavic 
sopranos. The voice is rich and 
dramatic, a bit shrill at the top, 
yet fragile. Her voice is heard 
throughout, punctuating the 
drama with arias and Czech folk 
operas. 


Jiri Krejcik directs us into the 
pastoral beauty of the Czech 
countryside and surrounds Des- 
tinn’s plight with tranquility to 
soften the ugliness she must en¬ 
dure. He seems more intent in 
presenting her as a political mar¬ 
tyr, rather than artist. 

The film is idiomatic in that 
European audiences have an 
innate understanding of their 
historical language, which we 
Americans do not. For that rea¬ 
son, some of the urgency and 
motivations may be difficult to 
comprehend. Shown in Czech 
with English subtitles. •

T his season I seem to be 
attending more Mozart 
operas than ever before. 
Whether due to the quirks of my 
travel schedule, the growth in 
Mozart’s popularity since the 
release of the moVxe Amadeus, or 
a flush of new productions as 
various opera companies gear up 
for the worldwide Mozart cele¬ 
bration in 1991,1 find that dur¬ 
ing the past season I’ve not only 
revisited several Mozart operas, 
but have started to enjoy them on 
a different level. 

This phenomenon is shared by 
most operaphiles, for, once one 
has learned the music and given 
it several years to infiltrate one’s 
soul, certain moments in each 
score rear up with a startling 
sense of self-importance. Wheth¬ 
er these be key arias, ensembles, 
or just tiny moments of orchestra¬ 
tion which (for purely intellectual 
or irrational reasons) have a per¬ 
verse appeal to the listener, one’s 
awareness and admiration of Mo¬ 
zart’s craft continues to deepen 
as time moves on. 

One moment which has always 
appealed to me takes place to- 


Mozart 

ward the end of Act 11 of The 
Marriage of Figaro, and yet, for 
the life of me, 1 cannot pinpoint 
its exact beauty. The best I can do 
is to confess that I’m fascinated 
by the orchestration at that par¬ 
ticular moment in the score and 
love the way the music moves 
through it. When I described this 
particular melody to my friend 
Bob Corrick over dinner one 
night, he instantly erupted into a 
passionate speech about the very 
same music, underlining how in¬ 
tensely he has always responded 
to the exact same sounds. 

Do birds of a feather pluck 
strings together? Or do even the 
tiniest bits of Mozart’s genius 
have a universal appeal? 

As intensely as many musi¬ 
cians worship Mozart’s music, 
the artistic levels at which it is 
performed vary widely. This 
spring I attended two produc¬ 
tions which impressed me by 
their differences in casting, per¬ 
formance level, and overall stan¬ 
dards. Perhaps I should explain 
why. 

Under Jim Toland’s leader¬ 
ship, the Eugene Opera is one of

those regional American com¬ 
panies which, in the face of for¬ 
midable financial obstacles, 
keeps struggling to grow and im¬ 
prove upon its previous achieve¬ 
ments. The company’s board of 
directors has articulated an artis¬ 
tic policy of hiring young singers 
who are at the entry level of the 
profession (a concept which en¬ 
sures that the voices one hears in 
Eugene’s Hult Center for the Per¬ 
forming Arts will be relatively 
fresh and healthy). Although 
such a policy guarantees that (in 
addition to giving some talented 
American artists a break) the fees 
charged by these singers for their 
services will be relatively inex¬ 
pensive, their lack of stage ex¬ 
perience and maturity causes, 
almost by default, a lowering of 
artistic standards for each pro¬ 
duction. 

The three performances I’ve 
attended at Eugene Opera this 
season (Donzetti’s The Daughter 
of the Regiment, Mechem’s Tar- 
tuffe, and Mozart’s The Mar¬ 
riage of Figaro) all struck me as 
being slightly better than univer¬ 
sity-level productions. They did 
not quite hit the artistic standard 
that the Eugene Opera aspires to 
and has yet to achieve. Much of 
this is a strict function of artistic 
economics: If you pay more 
money to hire better singers, 
you’re bound to get a stronger 
ensemble which can deliver a bet¬ 
ter artistic product. 

To highlight the company’s ar¬ 
tistic and financial predicament, 
Jim Toland’s pre-performance 
speech (which started on a bare 
stage and gained strength as 
drops were flown in, wagons 
rolled onstage, and the Act I set 
for The Marriage of Figaro lit up 
on cue) demonstrated to the 
audience the exact importance of 
their continued support for the 
Eugene Opera. And then the per¬ 
formance began. 

Although Joshua Major did a 
fairly nice job of directing this 
production, his efforts were occa¬ 
sionally hampered by Francisco 
Reynders’ lackluster unit set (on 
loan from the Portland Opera). 
Paul Nadler’s conducting, David 
Mickelsen’s costumes, and 
Michael Lincoln’s lighting lent 
sturdy support to a cast which 
featured Ron Gerard as Dr. Bar- 
tolo, Elizabeth Enman as Marcel- 
lina, and William Town (overact¬ 
ing rather awfully) as Antonio. 

The Eugene Opera’s core en¬ 
semble benefitted enormously 
from the practiced Cherubino of 
mezzo-soprano Gwendolyn 
Jones, as well as Lee Velta’s hand¬ 
some, horny, and hopelessly con¬ 
fused Count Almaviva. 1 was par¬ 
ticularly impressed by the sweetly 
sung Susanna of Janet Williams 
(an extremely promising black so¬ 
prano who, following her success 
in the Merola Program, is cur¬ 
rently working as an Adler Fellow 
for the San Francisco Opera). 

1 was less taken, however, by 
Eric Hanson’s Figaro and so¬ 
prano Deborah Voigt’s oversized 
Countess, which, despite her lush 
and creamy voice, looked like a 
blowfish in period costume. I’m 
sorry to say this, but Voigt’s puffi¬ 
ness gave her husband, the Clount 
Almaviva, just cause to turn his 
attentions elsewhere in search of 
sexual fulfillment.

JimEd Thompson: warrior 
leatherman, bodybuilder, philos¬ 
opher, martial artist, erotic per¬ 
former, editor, amateur historian, 
titleholder, spokesman, brother, 
peacemaker, friend, and lover. 
JimEd, beloved and respected by 
many South of Market and across 
the country, died a hero’s death 
in the arms of his loyal partner 
and fellow warrior, Chris Burns. 
JimEd died as he lived; a gentle¬ 
man, a fighter, an example for us 
all of courage and dignity in the 
face of cruel adversity. 

JimEd emerged as a champion 
every time he stepped into the 
arena, which was often, and in 
many varied and productive ways. 
Representing the Powerhouse as 
Mr. SF Leather and as second- 
runner-up to International Mr.

Leather in 1986, he made the elo¬ 
quent speech excerpted above, 
and he stood behind every word. 

As Associate Editor of Drum¬ 
mer magazine, JimEd was grow¬ 
ing and maturing as a represen¬ 
tative and role model for San 
Francisco and its leather commu¬ 
nity when he became ill last year. 
He carried on bravely and 
creatively long after one less 
valiant would have given up in 
despair. His hope was “to express 
the strength, dignity, concern, 
and love leathermen and women 
have, bringing eroticism and fan¬ 
tasy to acceptable reality.” 

Many will remember JimEd as 
a masculine icon, a figure of fan¬ 
tasy, an intensely erotic per¬ 
former: behind the bar, on his 
bike, at Gold’s Gym, on stage, 
and in videos. Many will remem¬ 
ber him as a diplomat and 
peacemaker who worked tireless¬ 
ly and successfully to promote 
unity and harmony between men 
and women in leather. Many will 
remember him as a beloved 
brother. Chris Burns will 
remember him as “the best thing 
that ever happened” in his life. 

Chris would like to invite all 
those who cherish JimEd’s mem¬ 
ory to come together and cele¬ 
brate his enduring spirit.

A record 20,000 people turned 
out for the 12th San Francisco In¬ 
ternational Lesbian and Gay Film 
Festival, held from June 17-26, at 
the 1,500-seat Castro Theatre, 
429 Castro St., and the 282-seat 
Roxie Cinema, 3117 16th St. in 
San Francisco. The attendance 
figures represented a 33 percent 
increase over the 1987 atten¬ 
dance, previously the festival’s 
highest.

of the stage, and McKenzie and 
director/writer Christopher 
Powich point this out with one 
Merman story in the perform¬ 
ance. Ethel complained once 
about an actress who mumbled 
her lines, something Merman 
(obviously) would never do. 

“Her attitude toward her pro¬ 
fession was that she loved it, it 
was her job, and she would always 
go at it with full enthusiasm,” 
said McKenzie. “That’s why we 
put this story in the show, she just 
absolutely abhorred people who 
mumbled their lines.” 

This wasn’t the only story 
McKenzie and Powich used. 
They also showed the non-star 
side of Merman, who dedicated 
a wing of the Roosevelt Hospital 
to her parents, who were patients 
there. 

“There was a gift shop in the 
hospital,” McKenzie said. “Ethel 
used to go up to the shop once a 
week. First, it was to entertain the 
patients in the hospital. But later, 
she actually volunteered for work 
in the gift shop once a week. 

“This was typical of her,” she 
added. “She had a real down-to- 
earth quality. Her friends used to 
say she was just very much like 
any other Long Island house¬ 
wife.” 

But no one should think Call 
Me Ethel is merely a quiet show 
filled with personal stories. Call 
Me Ethel is filled with the songs 
Merman helped make famous. 


Forever, A Divine Tribute, A 
Queer Feeling When I Look At 
You and Days of the Greek Gods. 

“Our many thanks to the hun¬ 
dreds of people who made this 
year’s festival possible,” said 
Executive Director Michael 
Lumpkin.

I 
think gay people have always 
understood and appreciated class 
and excellence, and that’s why I 
think there has always been this 
affection between them and 
Ethel.” 

The format of “Call Me 
Ethel” is worth a mention. 
Though done in a cabaret, it is 
written in the form of a play, with 
many scenes done in flashbacks. 
The style was a pleasant surprise 
for City Cabaret.

Graeme Jenkins, ENO’s produc¬ 
tion employed an exceptionally 
witty translation by Marmaduke 
Browne (with certain revisions by 
John Cox), which scored strongly 
with the audience gathered in 
London’s Coliseum Theatre. As 
Cox remarked in his program 
notes: 

“The purpose of this adap¬ 
tation has been to produce a 
version retaining the best of Mar¬ 
maduke Browne while bringing 
the whole as near as possible to 
da Ponte. We chose this transla¬ 
tion for its deft and fluent versi¬ 
fication, its delicate lyricism, and 
its urbanity. Nevertheless, it was 
the work of a man of the cloth 
who was writing for students in 
the last century. 

“In several instances, these 
facts (combined with the opera’s 
reputation for moral turpitude) 
led Prownp a Inner wav from 


da Ponte’s original text. All of the 
women were attributed with no 
more sexual awareness than a 
vague romantic ardor. The char¬ 
acter of Despina suffered most as 
a result: The mildest social criti¬ 
cism was suppressed, and her fre¬ 
quent references to the devil were 
not translated. This distorted the 
wider moral implications of the 
text, which worried and dis¬ 
pleased so many 19th century 
commentators.” 

The physicality of ENO’s pro¬ 
duction (in which the quartet of 
lovers seemed quite a bit older 
and more mature than one nor¬ 
mally imagines) occasionally ran 
counter to the youthfulness of its 
translation. In many moments, 
the wandering hearts and minds 
of Fiordiligi and Dorabella 
seemed to be more motivated by 
middle-aged frustrations than by 
youthful girlishness. The suppos¬ 
edly amorous adventures of Fer- 
rando and Guglielmo resembled 
a last brush with the sexual vigor 
of their younger days. 


Felicity Lott’s rather cerebral 
characterization brought a sense 
of strong musicianship, backed 
by years of stage experience, to 
the role of Fiordiligi, while Della 
Jones’ Dorabella evidenced a 
decidedly earthier spirit and 
noticeably more corpulent body. 
Maldwyn Davies’ Ferrando and 
Russell Smythe’s Guglielmo 
seemed a bit brusque compared 
to the vocal artistry of their part¬ 
ners. Although, by this point in 
their careers, the artists singing 
the lead roles have become fairly 
mature and accomplished vocal¬ 
ists, what was distinctly missing 
from their characterizations was 
the cockiness, sparkle, and youth¬ 
ful energy so often found in the 
stubborn rebelliousness of young 
lovers.

Injuries Hurt San Francisco Track and Field Club

The San Francisco Track & 
Field Club competed at the River 
City Invitational track and field 
meet in Sacramento July 2 de¬ 
spite sweltering temperatures 
and the loss of several members 
to injuries. 

Temperatures at Sacramento 
State University soared beyond 
the century mark, and the all- 
weather tartan track surface re¬ 
flected waves of heat. 

“The track was so hot that it 
was like running on a frying 
pan,” commented sprinter Jim 
Pasquali, who quickly removed 
his overheated shoes after run¬ 
ning the 100 meters. 

San Francisco’s sprint sensa¬ 
tions Frank Demby and Earl Bry¬ 
ant overcame the energy-draining 
heat and turned in three excellent 
performances. Starting with the 
55-meter dash, the duo sizzled to 
personal-best marks with identi¬ 
cal times of 6.1 seconds. The pair 
then ran identical times in the 
100 meters, with Demby edging 
Bryant at the tape for second 
place at 12.02, and Bryant taking 
third. Pasquali struggled against 
starting blocks that slipped at the 
start of his 100-meter race, but 
could only regain enough for a 
13.1 clocking. 

In the 200 meters, Demby 
showed off his incredible strength 
as he sped past the field in the 
curve and took off down the final 
straight to win with a time of 24.6 
seconds. He was followed closely 
by Bryant at 24.8, and Rick Tho¬ 
man, fighting an injury to his leg, 
was back in the pack at 25.5 for 
fourth place. 

Thoman’s injury is only one of 
a string of debilitations that has 
struck the San Francisco Track & 
Field Club in recent weeks. The 
season started with the loss of 
long-time participants Bernard 
Turner and Alita Rosenfeld to off¬ 
season surgery. Recently, middle- 
distance runner Bradley Haynes 
was sidelined with knee prob¬ 
lems, which may take him out for 
the season. Danny O’Connell and 
Thoman are fighting leg injuries, 
but hope to continue competing 
this season. Nancy Frost, Barb 
Racine, and Marjorie Larney are 
all missing competition due to 
off-field commitments. 

With the loss of some of the 
team’s reliable competitors, new 
members are trying to fill in the 
gaps and, as indicated at Sacra¬ 
mento, are stepping in and doing 
the job. 

K.C. Frogge, participating in 
her first track meet in more than 
11 years, showed she still has a 
winning touch to her javelin and 
discus technique. Frogge tossed 
the javelin 88'5" for first place 
and returned later in the day to 
take first in the discus at 89'6". 

“This is a good start,” Frogge 
commented after picking up her 
second gold medal of the day.

“I’m really looking forward to 
the 1990 Gay Games, and this has 
given me great incentive to con¬ 
tinue working hard.” 

Also making a gold-medal 
debut with the S.F. Track & Field 
Club, James Wells got the 4x200 
relay team off to a good start, and 
with the help of teammates Tho¬ 
man, Bryant, and Demby, the 
relay finished first at 1:43. 

“We look for Wells to fill in on 
our relays teams as he progresses 
with his training,” said relay vet¬ 
eran Bryant. “For his first race 
since the ’86 Gay Games, he did 
a great job, and he’s indicated at 
practice that he’s serious about 
doing a good job for our team, as 
well as improving his own person¬ 
al performances.” 

In the meet’s other relay, Dem¬ 
by, Bryant, Pasquali, and Tho¬ 
man combined for another first 
place in the 4x100 relay. With a 
time of 47.6 seconds, the team 
tied its best mark for the season, 
but is still hoping to get that 
mark lower. 

San Francisco Track & Field 
Club’s remaining healthy middle- 


distance runner is Paul Rosen- 
field, who sweated through a 
draining 1500 meters to take 
third place in 4:50. Rosenfield 
continues to run comfortably 
through all of his races, but 
hasn’t really focused on a goal to 
show off his true potential and 
talent. Rosenfield and teammate 
Doug Brooks are currently train¬ 
ing for the San Francisco Front- 
Runners Gay Run, to be held 
later this month. 

The next challenge for the S.F. 
Track & Field Club will come in 
Los Angeles July 16 and 17 at the 
Western Regional Champion¬ 
ships. That two-day event will be 
followed by the NorCal Seniors 
Championships in Berkeley July 
30, and then the TAC National 
Championships in Orlando, Flor¬ 
ida, Aug. 4-7. 

The club is currently holding 
workout sessions at S.F. State 
University every Tuesday and 
Thursday night at 6 p.m. and 
every Sunday at 10:30 a.m. All are 
welcome to join the club in work¬ 
out programs.

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Parading Out

I have been gay all my life and 
have been unfolding aspects of 
my gayness to myself and others 
since my early teens. By the age 
of 36 I felt that all was exposed, 
that I was completely out. But 
June 26,1988, marked yet anoth¬ 
er aspect of my coming out. . . 

I marched in my first Lesbian/ 
Gay Freedom Day parade. And I 
was proud. 

Even though I am a native San 
Franciscan, I have seen only 
three gay parades. I still remem¬ 
ber feeling nervous about going 
to watch my first parade 12 years 
ago. I thought that showing up, if 
only to watch, would label me 
“gay” to all present. I felt very 
self-conscious and remember 
that I was more interested in 
cruising the crowd than watching 
the floats. 

My last lover of over seven 
years wasn’t into this gay stuff, so 


we never went a second time after 
I dragged him to the Market 
Street event nine years ago, right 
after we first met. 

My third viewing was in 1987. 
I had a new independence and 
pride in my life at that time and 
didn’t want to just watch a 
parade, I wanted to march. The 
Rawhide II was my favorite bar 
then, so I decided to join in and 
carry a flag in the procession. I 
chickened out a few days before 
and, instead, went with a friend 
to watch. While spectating, I 
thought, “I could never do that. 
I’d be too nervous.” 

Nineteen eighty-eight is a dif¬ 
ferent story. My sense of pride 
and self-esteem is at an all-time 
high. . . this year I would march! 

A DIFFERENT STORY 

I decided to join in with the 
S.R Eagle parade contingent. I 


learned about a month before the 
parade that they would not have 
a float entry this year and thus 
may not march. Notice came 
three days before parade day that 
we would join in the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund (AEF) float. 

I showed up at the float lineup 
on Market Street at 10 a.m, on 
June 26, wearing a leather vest, 
ready to march bare-chested. 
(Not only would I march, but I 
would show my pecs to the world.) 
I was immediately informed that 
I would be wearing a large gold 
cardboard penny covering most 
of my body. I said, “This is my 
first parade. I ain’t wearing no 
penny!” 

The person was pulling my leg. 
No penny, but no bare chest, 
either. I was given an AEF T-shirt, 
which I was told we all had to 
wear. It may have been just as 
well. I was becoming aware that 
spectators’ eyes eat up the bare 
flesh first. One stumble would 
end it all for me. 

The parade began. The float 
began to move, and the adrena¬ 
line began to pump. We were off! 

I was marching right behind 
the AEF float, a classy and flashy 
spectacle to behold: a series of 
gold-colored platforms with a 


large, rotating penny on top. The 
AEF co-chairs, comedian Danny 
Williams, B.A.R. publisher Bob 
Ross, and Louise Molinari were 
on the top platforms, dressed in 
tuxedos and sequins (no cross¬ 
dressing here). Louise was a real 
live wire, smiling and bopping 
the whole duration. 

A favorite entertainer of mine, 
Sharon McNight, was alone on 
the large, gold, lower platform of 
the float, singing a spirited disco 
version of “Pennies From Heav¬ 
en” over and over again for one 
hour and 15 minutes-plus. What

a trouper she is. Sharon paused 
momentarily between songs to 
introduce the AEF, and herself as 
Peggy Lee. The crowd laughed 
each time. 

The float was preceded by a 
dozen or so dancing pennies, 
complete with choreographed 
routine. The three-foot, gold- 
colored cardboard pennies were 
filled mostly by high school stu¬ 
dents. Terry Thompson, manager 
of the S.F. Eagle, got right into 
the spirit of the affair by donning 
a penny himself. He learned the

choreography in no time. He was 
in a playful mood on this day, 

A MAN IN UNIFORM 

By the time we reached Van 
Ness, after maybe 10 or 11 rendi¬ 
tions of “Pennies. .Sharon 
was ready to “fall in love.” She 
spotted a tall, black hunk of a cop 
directing traffic, and said over 
the mike in her famous seductive 
voice: “Hello, officer.. .Areyou 
married?. . . My name is Sharon 
McNight. . . I’m a straight mem¬ 
ber of this parade... I like a man 
in uniform. [By this time she was 
getting out of earshot.] What sta¬ 
tion are you from?” He answered, 
smiling. She didn’t hear him and 
asked Danny Williams, with just 
a little bit of urgency, what he had 
said. She told me later that she 
went back to Van Ness after the 
parade to speak with the officer, 

“He knows where to find me 
now, if he’s interested,” she said. 
No comment. 

I really got into this parading 
stuff from the start. I was a bold 
marcher! At times I did my Shir¬ 
ley Temple marching step, at 
other times I disco-stepped down 
Market. I felt great, and I was 
proud to be there. I could look 
these spectators right in the eyes 
and smile, I didn’t seem to care 
whether or not I made a fool of 
myself (I suspect maybe I did). 
Inhibitions were gone. 

Looking out into the faces of 
the thousands of spectators was 
not the experience I had expect¬ 
ed, though. Parades are supposed 
to be fun and light-hearted, but 
most people met the float with 
blank, emotionless stares. Why 


weren’t they smiling and having 
a good time, like me? I fathomed 
later that an AIDS theme float 
would remind some of so much 
death and suffering. Pausing and 
reflecting may have been more 
appropriate for them. Some spec¬ 
tators might have been looking at 
us, thinking, “Why are these 
people representing an AIDS 
help organization, so happy?” 
There’s probably another reason. 

We almost lost one of our 
pennies at Market and Van Ness. 
Blair, an S.F. Eagle bartender, 
had been a happy, dancing coin 
until the heat got the best of him. 
He did his routine, spun around, 
and passed out on the street, 
waking up under the float. He got 
up, turned in his penny, and 
sought the shade to recover. 

OVER TOO QUICKLY 

I recall, in the past as a spec¬ 
tator, that the parade seemed to 
go on for hours. This time, as a 


participant, it was over too quick¬ 
ly. I liked the feeling, and I want¬ 
ed it to last longer. At least the 
adrenaline high would last for 
many more hours. 

My willingness to march this 
year stemmed partially from a 
better understanding of the more 
esoteric (labeled “hardcore”) 
aspects of our community. 

In years past I was embar¬ 
rassed by such representations as 
full leather, S&M, whip and drill 
team, drag queens, etc., in the 
parade. In seeing them, the press 
and the straight community 
would lump us all together as 
“weird ” I didn’t understand it, 
either. As a naive parade-viewer, 
I found these “kinky” groups a 
little frightening and intimi¬ 
dating. 

Having spent the last two years 
observing and, to some degree, 
involved in the South of Market 
community, I now have a better 
understanding of our “hardcore 


side.” We gay people are living 
out our fantasies and having fun 
doing it. Beneath the leather and 
drag facades, for the most part, 
is an underlying playfulness. It 
doesn’t intimidate me anymore. 
I can even respect other people’s 
trips. 

It’s all at its most playful in the 
parade. Last year the whip and 
drill team shocked me. This year 
I saw it as a takeoff on the S&M 
community. International Mr. 
Leather in leather shorts, with a 
bone through his nose, looked 
heavy-duty. “Iron Mike,” in fact, 
is a teddy bear. We can laugh at 
ourselves. 


I now feel comfortable enough 
that I could proudly march in our 
parade with all its diverse repre¬ 
sentations present. Someday the 
world will see the real us, if they 
really want to. 

Twenty years ago, I walked into 
my high school library and saw a 
national magazine with the cover 
story: “The Sad Gay Life of the 
Homosexual.” For me and for all 
the gay people I knew, that has 
never been true. The parade was 
a chance for me to proclaim the 
opposite. 

I can’t wait to march again 
next year, and I may even ask if 
I can be a dancing penny. •
